MOB OF ANARCHISTS SWEEPS 


THRO’ STREETS OF PATERSON 


COUNCIL COMES BACK 
AT REVISION COMMITTEE

MANY PERSONS INJURED 


AND FACTORIES WRECKED 


Some of Those Wounded Will Die. 
Mob Led by the Associates of 
Bresci, Who Murdered King 
Humbert — Torch Is 
Threatened. 


Paterson, N. J., June 18.—This city was 
in the hands of a mob today, and as a 
result of the riots a number of persons 
were shot and «wo at least will die. 

The police did their work wel, but 
they were so few in number that they 
could make little headway against the 


mob. 

Mille were wrecked with and 
bullets by the striking silk dyers, help- 
ers or roughs acting for them. There 
were threats to resort to the torch, but 
So far the mayor hesitates about asking 
Governor Murphy for troops. 

There seems to be every indication that 
the riot was the result of a prearranged 
plan to involve the would-be peaceful 
element in the affair from the start. 
Among the leaders of the trouble was a 
man named McQueen and another named 
Galleano, the former an Englishman and 
the latter an Italian. Others, agents of 
anarchist circles, have also been quietly 
fanning the flames. 

This morning Chairman McGrath. who 
has held the strikers in leash since he 
first obtained control on the second day 
of the strike, was on hand, and presided. 
He spoke; so did McQueen, and the lat- 
ter worked his countrymen into a frenzy. 

Mob Quickly Formed. 

Then McQueen leaped into control of 
the meeting. He called for a vote on the 
question of the calling of the strike of 
all branches of the silk trade. All voted 
in favor, anda committee was appointed 
to considwr means for bringing the silk 
workers out. Galleano was one of this 
committee. It gathered amid a babe) of 
tongues and a scene of confusion. Five 
minutes later Galleano emerged from the 
group shouting something in_ Italian. 
Instantly a mob had formed about him. 
Into it rushed the Italian, and then the 
other foreigners, and a moment later the 
mob, led by Galleano, swept down Bel- 
mont avenue. 

A «quarter of a mile down Belmont 
avenue stands the Columbia mill, a silk 
Tibbon factory. The doors had been 
locked, but when the mob appeared they 
forced them open; with the crash of the 
dovurs came a volley of stones, which rid- 
died the windows in the front of the 
bullding. 

President Grossegbauer telephoned for 
the police. Stones rained into the office 
and flew about his head. Twenty young 
women on the first floor stood at bay 
and threatened to fight, and the weavers 
on the second floor ran down to their 
aid. William Westerfield, the leader of 
the ribbon workers’ strike eight years 
ago, took command. He directed those 
in the place to leave, and denounced the 
anarchists. 

Anarchists in Evidence. 


When the operatives were out of the 
Columbia, the mob swept on down HBe!- 
mont avenue. Several members of the 
group of existence, Bresci’s comrades, 
with Galleano at their head, were in the 
lead. A half-mile march brought the mob 
to the Cedar Cliff mill, where they stay- 
ed unti! all were out. 

Just beyond the Cedar Cliff is the 
Rynewar mill. The doors were burst 
open there, and the men and gir!s were 
found ready to go out. and waiting fur 
orders from the New York office. When 
this was seen, the rioters did nothing but 
wait until the mill was closed. The next 
place visited was a cotton brald factory. 
The women became hysterical as the 
howling rioters climbed in windows and 
burst In the doors. Mr. Rheinhardt,. the 
owner, ordered his employees to quit for 
the day. 

The mob rushed through the cotton 
works and did much damage, and then 
poured on down the street to Bamford 
Bros.’ mill, in Cliff street. Here Patrol- 
men Robinson, Sweetman and Keys and 
Detective Magie had taken a stand. The 
four faced the mob for five minutes, tell- 
ing them that the employees had gone 
out by the rear and the works were 
closed down. 2 

Over the main door hung a sign read- 
ing: 

‘Dyers’ helpers wanted.” 

There was a rush, and men, leaping on 
the shoulders of others, tore it down. 
Some one threw a brick through a win- 
dow, and stones rained against the side 
of the mill and the windows fell tin 
showers. Stones were hurled at the offi- 
cers and all four were struck several 
times 

A section of the mob made for the 
Bamford home, close by. The police 
sought to head them off and did so, but 
a shot was fired and’a bullet went 
through Robinson's right arm. It stag- 
gered him and as he was regaining his 
Feet a jagged rock hit him on the head, 
aying open the scalp. Supported by his 
comrades, Robinson was taken to the 
Ramford home. The remaining three 
drove back the mob from the house and 
the attack on the mill was renewed. The 
young women in the mill tried to get 
out and were driven back. but escaped 
later by the rear. 

Mob Swarms [nto Mill. 


Martha Huyser was struck by a rock 
and one of her arms badly hurt. A re. 
porter who was in the mill was hit on 
the head with a stone and his scalp laid 
open. The mob swarmed into the mill 
and saw that no one remained, but sti}! 
those on the outside kept up the bom- 
bardment. The mill would have been 
wrecked inside, as well as out. had not a 
patrol wagon loaded with officers 
charged through the mob on Cliff street. 
Rocks rained down on it and none of the 
officers escaped. Patrolman Irving Post 
saw @ man hurl a rock and fired, the 
‘bullet striking the rioter in the neck. 
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COUNCIL MAY 


Committee, 4s Against 
State’s Scheme, 


OPPOSITION TO CHANGING 
WALL AND PRYOR STREETS 


Other Members of Council Take the 
Same View—Mr. Beck Also Op- 
poses the Raising of the 
Whitehall Street Via- 
duct. 


The indications are that the city coun- 
cll will go slow in the matter of approv- 
ing the plans recently submitted by 
Architect Gilbert for a union passenger 
station on the present site. This was 
brought out in a statement made yes- 
terday. by Chairman J. F. Beck, of the 
special depot committee of council. 

In his statement Mr. Beck declares 
that the city’s interests are greatly in- 
volved in the genefal situation, and he 


intimated that should the present plans 
be carried out the city would suffer 
severe losses. He calls particular at- 
tention to the fact that the city is ex- 
pected, under Mr. Gilbert’s plan, to give 
a portion of Wall, Pryor and Loyd 
streets, for which there would be no 
return except the depot facilities. He 
lays stress upon the fact that the pres- 
ent grade of the Whitehall street vis- 
duct and the Broad street bridge would 
be raise to a considerable extent. 
What Jhairman Bec:- Says. 

Mr. Beck’s statement follows: 

“The special committee appointed 
some time ago to represent the city’s 
interests in the matter of the new depvot 
has made no report as yet because of 
the fact that neither the railroads nor 
the state have made known their plans 
or purposes. But individually, as chair- 
man of the committee, I desire to say 
that the committee is watchful of what 
progress has been made. Up to this 
time the state has given the committee 
no opportunity to attend any conference 
or to see the plans prepared under fhe 
direction of the state commission. At a 
meeting held some time ago, at which 
Mr. Gilbert, the state’s architect, sub- 
mitted the proposed plans to certain in- 
terested property owners, neither this 
committee nor even the city engineer 
was given an opportunity to be present. 

“As the general attitude on the sub- 
ject had the appearance of intentional 
ignoring of the city and her representa- 
tives, it has been necessary to seek such 
facts as have been secured from the 
railroads alone. 

“The original plan, as proposed by Mr. 
Gilbert, together with the details of this 
plan which have been prepared by the 
engineers of the Southern railway, have 
been seen by individual members of the 
committee. 

‘The detailed plans, the data for which 
has been verified by the city engineer, 
shows some remarkable facts. And they 
demonstrate beyond all question § that 
whatever outside purposes may be, that 
the city cannot be ignored in this mat- 
ter, Inasmuch as according to Mr. Gil- 
bert’s plans the city would be called 
upon to appropriate fully as much as 
the state’s appropriationn of a half mil- 
lion of dollars in order that the present 
site could be utilized at all for the 
purpose of a union passenger station. 

“Without attempting a description in 
detail of the proposed plan for the de- 
pot, a statement of some facts will prove 
the basis of the statement made as to 
the city’s proportionate cost of the de- 
pot if built where proposed. 

“Mr. Gilbert’s plans are an effort to 
show a building which in his opinion is 
of sufficient size for the purpose. This 
building would cover a total ground area 
of which the state holds undisputed title 
of only 48 per cent, In this connection it 
is to be stated that the state's appro- 
priation specifies this expenditure to be 
made for a building to be located upon 
the state’s property. Mr. Gilbert's plans 
make the buiiding cover a considerable 
portion of the city’s streets, which the 
city would be called upon to donate 
for this purpose. It approximately 
amounts to giving  fcet frontage on 
Pryor street, extending back toward 
Whitehall street; also 45 feet on Pryor 
street, extending back 161 feet toward 
Loyd street, and 6i)feet on Loyd street, 
extending back 161 feet toward Pryor 
street. This aggregates 171 feet of street 
frontage, worth easily $1,500 a front foot, 
or $256,000. 

Would Lose the Revenue. 


“In addition to this Gonation from the 
city, it must also be remembered that 
the city would receive no revenue in 
taxes from this buiiding, whereas a 
building erected by the railroads would 
cost not less than $600,000, which would 
be assessed like other property at 60 per 
eent of the cost, which would bring a 
yearly income fn taxes of $4,500. This 
capitalized at 3 per cent (at which rate 
the city can sell bonds) would give per- 
petual Interest on $150,000. By building 
on the state property the city would lose 
this $150,000. - 

“Mr. Gilbert’s plans contemplate the 
raising of the track level under the 
Whitehall street viaduct § feet and gives 
a clearance over tracks of 17 feet, which 
necessitates the raising of the elevation 
of the Whitehall street viaduct 7 feet 
above the present level. This necessi- 
tates a grade on the approaches from 
Decatur street and Alabama street of 7 
per cent, a grade that is practically pro- 
hibitive for wagon travel. At Broad 
street bridge an elevation of 5 feet above 
the present level is contemplated.

Wan To Appoint Twenty-Eight 
New Members and Se- 
cure Control 


SO THE DIFFERENCES ARE 
STILL FAR FROM SETTLED 


Resolution “Passed To Make All 
Councilmen Members and Pro- 
viding for Four New Mem- 
bers from Each Ward. 


The differences between the city coun- 
cil and the charter revision committee 
have not been settlea. 

Tne council failed at the called meeting 
yesterday afternoon to adopt the sugges- 
tion of the charter committee and make 
itself a part of that bedy. Instead of 
enlarging the charter committee so that 
al] members of the council would become 
a part of it, council pas@ed a resolution 
not only adding themselves to the eharter 
committee, but Increasing it by four citli- 
zens from each ward, the same to be 
elected by the general counctil. This res- 
olution, while it has not been signed by 
the mayor, was passed after a red hot 
debate. 

Action of Council. 

Following is the resolution and amend- 
ment as adopted: 

By Councilman Winn: 

Whereas, the committee known as the char- 
ter revision committee, having under con- 
sideration a revision of the city charter of 
Atianta has formally adopted a resolution and 
has regularly transmitted the same to the 
reneral council, and in said resolution has 
given expression to the opinion that all mem- 
bers of the general counci] should become 
members of the said charter ‘revision commit- 
tee and entitled to participate {n the deliber- 
ations of said charter committee, and 

Whereas, it is the sense of the general coun- 
cil that the action of the said charter com- 
mittee In the premises is just and proper and 
that the report of said charter revision com- 
mittae- should reflect the corsideration and 
the mature deliberation and judgment of 
said charter revision committee and of the 
general council jointly; therefore, be it 

Resolved by the mayor and general coun- 
cil, That the membership of the charter re- 
vision committee, as provided in the original 
resolution approved November 7, 190]. be en- 
larged and increased, and that all members 
of the general council not members of the 
charter revision committee as appointed by 
his honor, the mayor, under the said resolu- 
tion of council, be and dre hereby constituted 


/ and appointed members of said charter revis- 


ion committee, with the privilege and right to 
fully participate in all the deliberations and 
actions of said charter revision committee. 
Resolved further, That said charteg re- 
vision committee be and is hereby granted 
until the Ist day of @%ember, .1902. or so 
much of said time as inuy be necesgary, with- 
in which to consider and determine upon the 
matter before said committee, and to make 
its report thereon. 
Resolved further, That 
revision committee shall have completed its 
labors and formulated its report, that such 
report be transmitted directly to the genera! 
assembly of the state of Georgia to be acted 
upon by said body. 

Resolvea, nevertheless, That the general 
council hereby reserves the right and au- 
thority to offer and insist upon. its official 
capacity before the general assembly any 
amendments to or changes in the report of 
said charter revision committee as final? 
made to said general assembly. 


Vote on the eRsolution. 

Councilman Howell's amendment was to 
the effect that “in addition to the coun- 
cil four outside citizens from each ward 
in the city be elected by the counecl] to 
become members of the present charter 
revision committee.” This amendment 
was adopted by a vote of 7 to 6. The 
resolution as amended was then adopted 
by the following vote:

The discussion that the above: resolu- 
tion @¢reated was very warm and about 
on the same lines as the discussion in 
the meeting of council Monday after- 
noon, when the matter fireat came up. 
When the communication from the char- 
ter revision committee was received Yes- 
terday afternoon Councilman Winn im- 
mediately introduced the resolution. 

Councilman Hill thought the charter 
committee should not object to reporting 
their actions back to the body that cre- 
ated them. He laid it down as the cor- 
rect proposition that if there were any 
amendments to come from the council 
that they should come from the council 
as an official body and not as members 
of the charter committee. 

Captain Howell Talks. 

Councilman Howell said he could not 
submit to seeing the council go in with 
forty-nine men who had already made up 
their minds. He said if there was any- 
thing in the new charter that should go 
through that there would be no trouble 
about it getting througn the council, but 
if the charter committee did not want 
the council to seo what the. 
was evident that they had done some- 
thing that should not be done, 

“7 am not willing to admit that those 
forty-nine men have all the brains fn At- 
janta in their heads,’’ Captain Howell 
eaid. “They have already mad one mis- 
take in refusing to extend the city limits 
and take in people who are receiving bene- 
fits from the city. It is a hard matter 
to convince men who have been working 
as hard as these men have that they 
have made mistakes, and it will be a hard 
matter to change them.”

Certain Fasten Democrat In- 


flating Boom for Former 
President in 1904, 
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SENATOR BACON IS SND 
10 FAVOR THE MOVEMENT 


Alleged That Cleveland’s Speech at 
the Opening of Tilden Club Will 
Be Occasions for Launch- 
ing a Third Term 

m. 


New York, June ~ 18.—(Special.)—That 
ex-President Cleveland’s apeech at the 
opening of the new (quarter of a million 
Tilden Club house Thursday night is to 
be the occasion for launching a carefully 
organized movement which has for its 
object his renomination and reelection to 
the presidency as a democratic candidate 
is now certain. 

For many months this project has been 
quietly promoted by a large and influen- 
tial coterie of democrats, who have not 
Only established connections in the sev- 
eral states, but have succeeded in every 
convention held this year fn ignoring the 
coinage question, as well as Bryan and 
all he stood for. The aim Is to nominate 
Cleveland unanimously in the convention 
of 1994 by a great pular demonstration 
for him as the only guccessful democratic 
candidate in fifty years. 

Senator Bacon, of \Georgia, despite tho 
rumors to the contrary, !s ane of the 
strong supporters of this idea, and will 
do, as stated to certagn state leaders here, 
all in hig power to fgrther the movement 
as the salvation of the democratic party. 

Numbers of Clevd@and’s closest busi- 
ness friends and advisers were seen to- 
day, but they wtterly refused to talk for 
publication. It was learned, however, 
that not only is the movement meeting 
with great success in nearly every state, 
but that In New York there will be no 
such opposition as.dn 1892 from the Hill 
and Tammany element and nothing of 
importance from the Bryan wing of the 
party. Senator Hill, Tammany Hall and 
Bryan's friends, ‘National Committeeman 
Norman E. Mack, of Buffalo, are to be 
given full power to name a ticket for 
the state eampaign, and abundance of 
funds will be furnished to carry the 
State legislature. As David Gilbert, séc- 
retary of.the Manhattan Club, said last 
night: 

“It .rests solely with Mr. Cleveland. 
We all Know he has retired, as he sup- 
posed, entirely from active politica] life. 
You will be surprised at his present 
mental and bodily vigor. Although lead- 
ing a quiet life and not appearing in 
public since 1897, he is in much better 
health and is really stronger than ever 
before. His coming speech will be a 
genuine sufprise to friends and foes."’ 

It was not expected that the move- 
ment would be given publicity until af- 
ter the dinner of Thursday evening, but 
it leaked out, though it really will make 
no difference to the plan which, if pro- 
moted further, will all depend upon Mr. 
Cleveland's consent, which is expected 
to be given at that time. 


REVOLUTIONISTS TAKE TOWN. 


Important Success Achicved by the 
Foes of Castro. 
Willemstad, Island of Curacoa, Friday, 
June 13,—News reached here today of an 
important success of the Venezuelan 
revolutionists. After five hours’ fighting 
Wednesday, June ll, 1,000 revolutionists 
captured La Vela de Coro, a seaport 
town on the gulf of Coro. Of the gov- 
ernment forces twenty-seven men were 

killed and 128 were captured. 

Coro, the capital of the state of Falcon, 
where Vice President Ayala ig in com- 
mand of the troops of the government, is 
besieged by the revolutionists, and when 
these advices left La Vela de Coro was 
expected to surrender at any moment.

DEATH KNELL TO BE SOUNDED

F the Plans of the Hot-Head 
Among Miners Oo Hol 
Miscarry 


NATIONAL CONVENTION 
UF MINERS IS CALLED 


This Convention Will Consider the 
Question of Ordering Out Every 
Union Miner in United 
States To Aid the An- 
thracite Strikers. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 18.—An official 
calj for a national convention of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America was issued 
this afterneon from the national head- 
quarters in this city, by Secretary-Treas- 
urer Wilson. The convention will meet 
here July 17 to determine whether the 
soft coal miners of the country shall go 
out on a strike to assist the striking an- 
thracite miners of Pennsylvania. 

The basis of the apportionment of dele- 
gates to the convention is one for every 
100 members of any local union or frac- 
tion over fifty. This will make a con- 
vention of 1,000 delegates. The voting 
etrength of all locals is between 2,300 
and 2,400. Of this numver the convention 
will have qa voting strength of from 1,700 
to 1,800. A bare majority can order a 
strike. A few more than 900 can declare 
a strike. The anthracite regions cast 747 
votes, Virginia and Michigan, which join- 
ed in the cal] for the convention, have 52, 
making 799 from these five districts, which 
united to call the convention. As stated 
at neadquarters conditions are not sSatis- 
factory to miners in Missouri, Kansas, 
Arkansas and Indian territory, and it ts 
beheved the delegates ‘rem these sections 
will vote fur a strike. The call for the 
convention says that its purpose is to 
consider ‘‘a proposition for a general sus- 
pensicn of work by the cosa). miners of 
the United States in support of the an- 
thracite mine workers who are now on 
striice.’”’ 

Mitchell Issues Call. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 18.—The long-ex- 
pected call for a epecial national conven- 
tion of United Mine Workers of America 
was issued today by National President 
Mitchell. The convention will be held at 
Indianapolis on July 17. The call was 
issued simultaneously {rcm headquarters 
Mere and. at Indianapolis, 

The convention will be held for the pur- 
pose of discussing the advisability of in- 
volving all the soft coal miners in the 
United States in the struggle now going 
on in the anthracite coal fields, 

Under the constitution of the union five 
districts must request action before the 
national president can issue a call for 4 
nationa] convention. [he five districts 
that applied for this convention were the 
three anthracite districts, the Michigan 
district and the West Virginia district, 
where a strike is now going on. Presi- 
dent Mitchell has had the consent of the 
five districts for some time, but for some 
reason did not see fit to issue the call 
until today. Tne request fur the conven- 
ticn was made at Hazeiton four weeks 
ago Jast Friday. 

President Mitchell was extremely un- 
communicative as to what the probable 
action of the convention might De. I? 
the delegates should decide to inaugurate 
a national suspension of coal mining ev- 
erybody at strike headquarters believes 
it “would have a disastrous effect on the 
industries of the country. The supply of 
coal would become so short that large 
and sma!] industrial establishments would 


be compelled to suspend operations and: 


many railroads would «also seriously suf- 
fer. 


Nearly Half Million Miners. 

There are approximately about 460,000 
coal miners in the United States. of 
these about 350,000, Mr. Mitchell says, are 
affiliated with the union, and an addi- 
tional 50,000 comply with fhe legislation 
of the miners’ organization. 

It is utterly impossible at this distance 
to forecast what the ational gathering 
wil] do, because not one delegate has yet 
been elected. The anthracite delegates 
will go into the convention with 142,000 
striking hard coal miners at t‘vefir back 
for a general strike. The West Virginia 
delegates will have anproximately 25.000 
behind them for a strik2, and in Michigan, 
where the union has been having trouble, 
the delegates will alan be ‘nstructed for 
a national suspension. Central Pennsy!- 
vyania wil) contribute a certain number of 
delegates, who will want a general strike. 
as will also, Kentucky. It Temains fof 
western Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois and 
Indiana to oftset this, as it ts unoffictaily 
understood that the miners in those sec- 
tions are not very entausiastic for a gen- 
eral stoppage of coal preduction. 

One plan that is talked cf Is to have 
only the central Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia men help the anthracite workers, 
and another plan is to have all the soft 
coal miners work only a certain number 
ef days each week. Faiilng to gain any- 
thing by either of these two moves then, 
as a final card, stop the preduction alto- 
gether. All the coal that is now coming 
east is from central Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia and Maryland. 

Troops in Readiness. 


Roanoke, Va., June 18.—It wag learnel 
tonight that Adjutant General Nalle has 
issued orders to the two military com- 
panies at Roanoke and the company at 
Clifton Forge to hold themselves in readi- 
ness for a call to the Virginia coal fields. 
It is understood that this order was based 
upon a telegram received this afternoon 
from the coal fields, saying that 500

Fund to Found ‘Practice 
School’’ at the State Nor- 
mal School. 


LIKE CHICAGO SCHOOL 
FOUNDED BY JOHN DEWEY 


Three Teachers Will Have Charge of 
Seven Grades and 105 ftudents. 
A New Departure in the 
Educational Field. 


In spite of his modesty and desire not 
to have his benefaction known, .it has 
leaked out that the object of George Fos- 
ter Peabody's visit to Athens this week 
was to close arrangements for the build- 
ing of a “practice school” in connection 
with the State Normal school. 

Mr. Peabody furnishes $10,000 for a 
building and $3,000 for equipment. The 
state school commissioner will provide 
the three teachers to have charge of the 
seven grades and 106 puplils in al] which 
the school will accommodate. 

The school will be something unique 
along most advanced lines, and while 
corresponding in many points with the 
John Dewey school of Chicago, will dif- 
fer from it in including some experi- 
ments that Mr. Dewey has not yet made. 

Although Mr. Peabody is a member’ o 
the general education board, througa 
which at the recent educational confer- 
ence in Athens, over $19,000 was given to 
the State Normal schoo] and subsequently 
$10,000 to the School of Technology, the 
recent donation for the practice school 
comes from Mr. Peabody individually.

Garnault, of aPris, Tests the 
Theory of Dr. Koch. 

° Paris, June 18.—Dr. Garnault, of tals 
city, who challenged Professor Koch's 
announcement at the Lordon tuberculosis 
congress last year that it was impossi- 
ble for human beings to catch tuberculo- 
sis from cattle, went to the slaughter 
houses of Ia Villette yesterday and in- 
ceculated himself with consumptive mat- 
ter taken from a diseased cow, waich had 
been seized and ordered destroyed. The 
operation was performed in the presence 
of three doctors. On the previous night 
Dr. Garnault blistered his forearm bclow 
the elbow and after exposing the wound 
from which the blood was flowing freely 
applied it to a poultice composed of 
pounded glands of the cow. He left tais 
in contact with his flesh for two hours, 
and his arm was not washed or dressed 
afterwards. The doctor does not expect 
results for two or three weeks.

, Why Jones Favors Panama. 

“To my mind, the advantages of the 
Panama route are6 wnquestioned. The 
commission, headed by Admiral Walker 
and composed of the t experts whose 
services Presidsnt McKinley could se- 
cure, has in two reports pointed out the 
superiority of the Panama route over tbe 

icaragua route. The first report as 
clearly points out the superiority of the 
Panama route from an engineering stand- 
point as does the second; but that first 
report held that in view of the high val- 
uation placed upon its holdings by the 


Panama Canal Company, the ficaragus 
enterprise was ihe more feasible. After 
the Panama company had come down to 
the valuation which our own commission 
placed upon that property, the commis- 
Bion decided unanimously that the Pana- 
ma proposition is in all respects the bet- 
ter one for this gavernment. . 

“There is no politics in the matter at 
all. When the democratic platform was 
made the Panama possibility had in no 
pense presented itself, Since then there 

been an absolute change in the con- 
itions and we are called upon to decide 
between two routes upon their merits. I 
convinced in view of the reports of 
the Walker commission that the Pana- 

a Toute is the more feasible and the 
r. one {in every respect, and I shall 
vote as seems to me in the best interests 
of the government and the people of the 
United States.”’ 

All Day to Canal. 

The senate today devoted practically 
its entire session to consideration of the 
canal question. Extended speeches were 
delivered by Mr. Spooner, of Wisconsin, 
and Mr. Hanna, of Ohio, in advocacy of 
the adoption of the Panama route, and 
Mr. Pettus, of Alabama, advocated the 
eelection of the Nicaragua route. Mr. 
Teller,.of Colorado, briefly announced his 
support of the Panama project. 

Mr. Carmack, of Tennessee, addressed 
the senate in support of his resolution 
to inquire into the discharge from the 
War department of Miss Rebecca J. 
Taylor for thé publication of articles in 
newspapers criticising the president. He 
intimated that she was dismissed “be- 
cause she took the wrong side of the 
Philippine question froni the administra- 
tion point of view.”’ 
' Mr. Spooner advocated the Panama 
route for an isthmian canal. He said he 
. could not disregard the report of the 
commission and follow the judgment of a 
senator (Mr. Morgan). He paid a cordial 
tribute to the energy, ability and earnest- 
ness with which Mr. Morgan had advo- 
cated an isthmian cana!, and added that 
Mt. Morgan’s name woud stand in history 
as the father of the canal. ; 

Mr. Morgan said he bowed his ac- 
knowledgements for the beautiful com- 
pliment, but he was not depending upon 
his judgment in the matter. 

Mr. Spooner suggested that a matter of 
infinite consequence to his mind was the 
difficulty in the length of the two 
routes, one 49 miles ard the other 183 
miles long. He contended that in the 
operation of the Panama canal sailing 
Ships not only would not be barred, as 
had been suggested, but. could pass 
through the canal with a tug in one day. 

Hanna Gloses for Panama. 

Mr. Hanna then began his closing argu- 
ment in support of the adoption of the 
Panama route. 

He maintained that both the Panama 
and Nicaragua routes were perfectly 
feasible and practicable, but said the 
preponderance of the evidence in hand 
was in favor of Panama. 

Mr. Hanna gxpressed the bellef that 
sailing vessels” would not use any canal 
that might be constructed on aceount of 
the heavy price of towing, but said if a 
strong vessel did use a canal it would 
prefer the Panama canal, because it 
_ ‘Was so much shorter than the Nicaragua 
route. Mr. Hanna stated that Mr. Mc- 
Kiniey had favored ‘an isthmian canal, 
probably by the Nicaragua route, be- 
cause at that time no ether route was 
thought practicable. He-quoted Mr. Mc- 
dAunley as saying to him “We must not 
go so fast in this canal question now.

Reviews Legislation Showing ‘the

Washington, June 18.—The near ap- 
proach of the eff of the present session 
of congress was signalized by a general 
political speech by Mr. Richardson, of 
Tennesseé,’ the leader of the minority. 
Taking advantage of the latitude allowed 
during general debate on the deficiency 
appropriation pbill,s he delivered a_ set 
speech of an hour and a half. Mr. Shallen- 
berger, democrat, of Nebraska, also made 
a political speech. 

Mr. Cannon, chairman of the approria- 
tions committee, in a reply to both 
speeches, sald he was ready to go to 
the country on the record of the repub- 
lican party. In the course Of some re- 


said that“if he coeld have fiis way con- 
gress would adjourn sine die before 
July 4 

The geweral deficiency bill. the last of 
the supply bills, was passed. 

A night session was held, at which 
the house considered bills reported from 
the committee on Indian affairs, 

Richardson Attacks Republicans. 

Mr. Richardson said the republican par- 
ty had had absolute control of -all the 
branches of the government for six years. 
He proposed to examine into its trustee- 
ship. 

The dominant party, he said, had come 
into power with certain express promises 
and pledges, and he argued that its rec- 
ord was spotted all over withthe feprosy 
of pledges unredeemed. First, he called 
attention to the promise of reasonabla 
trade concessions to Cuba solemnly given, 
which had been defeated, he stated, by 
discord and rebellion in the. republican 
ranks. He then went back to 1896, charg- 
ing thatthe republicags had betrayed 
their pledges on the money question, and 
later in 1900, when they appealed for a 
further lease of power in order to cure 
the alleged defect in the legislation for 
the perpetuation of the gold standard. 
Not one line of remedial legislation had 
been placed upon the statute books since 
1900. 

Mr. Richardson announced that in his 
opinion the gravest danger now threaten- 
ing the welfare of the people and the 
country was the growth of the power of 
the trusts. 

There was, he declared, an irrepressible 
ery throughout the country for govern- 
ment control of the great trusts. Con- 
gress alone could heed the cry. If it was 
not heeded these remorseless trusts could 
proceed in their greed to defy the power 
of the government itself. Mr. Richard- 
son charged that the growth of these 
trusts was due to the existence of the 
highest protective tariff ever placed in 
the statute books. There was sworn tes- 
thmony‘ of ttre: beneficiaries of ‘the tariff 
that it was the ‘‘mother of trusts,’’ 

Anti-Trust Law Dead. 

The Sherman anti-trust law, to which 
the dominant party pointed with pride, 
he said. was a dead letter. Under it the 
trusts flourished like mushrooms in a 
dark cellar. Yet congress did nothing. 
If the people did not turh ott of power 
the friends of trusts, he said, they would 
deserve the fate the trusts had in store 
for them. The republicans, he said, 
seemed to be paralyzed with fear. They 
cried out and asked whether the president 
and attorney general were not now en- 
deavoring to restrain the trusts. That 
was true, he said, but action against: a 
single trust could accomplish nothing. 
Congress must act. Presidential strenu- 
osity would not compensate for congres- 
sional ennui. 

When Mr. Richardson declared that the 
democrats were willing to remain in ses- 
sion until the snow fell in order to give 
the people some relief from tariff taxation 
his democratic colleagues gave him a 
round of applause. He quoted a state- 
ment attributed to Speaker Henderson 
about the circulation of false reports re- 
garding Cuban reciprocity, and added: 

“From recent developments it would 
seem that possibly the government itself 
was particeps criminis to the circulation 
of the reports of which the speaker com- 
plained.”’ (Democratic laughter.) 

In conclusion Mr. Richardson charged 
the republican party with improper, 
scandalous and reckless extravagance. 
In four years the increase of appropria- 
tions, he said, was $1,067,000,000. For that 
vast sum of money he asked what the 
United States had gained, and in reply 
rea@ The closing paragraphs of Senator 
Hoar’s Philippine speech, in which the 
Massachusetts senator gave a list of the 
vessels we had acquired by the war with 
Spain. 

Mr. Richardson was warmly congfat- 
ulated by his democratic friends when 


he finished. 
Cannon Defends Republicans. 


Mr. Shallenberger, of Nebraska, con- 
demned the action of the secretary of 
war in dismissing Miss Taylor, a -clerk 
in the war department, for criticising the 
administration. He also condemned the 
action of General Wood in using Cuban 
funds to make public sentiment in the 
United Btates in. favor of Cuban reci- 
procity. 

Mr. Cannon made a brief reply to the 
speeches of Mr. Richardson and Mr. 
Shallenberger. 

“TI listened with care, for almost an 
hour and a halt.” said Mr. Cannon, to 
the remarks of the gentleman from Ten- 
nessee, the leader on the other side of 
the house, and after a gpg to him I 
am here to confess that on this side of 
the house, and, I rather suspect, on that 
side of the house, the millenium has 
not yet come. (Laughter.) We are not 
perfect, and we do not claim to be.

Before the officers could get to the man 
he was hauled into the mob and hurried 
away. With revolvers drawn the offi- 
cers quickly deployed and the mob fell 
back. A block away. Galleano again ap- 
peared and led the mob through Temple 
street to Pelham @& ‘Myers’ mill, where 
the employees were compelled to come 
out. Flushed with success, the mob 
pushed across the Main street bridge to 
the New Jersey Silk Company's estab- 
lishment, where the employees were 
driven out. At Louis’ mill, River and 
Bridge streets, the manager met the 
mob at the door and assured the leaders 
that the employees were preparing to 
leave. 

When the mill was emptied the 
strikers moved on. They passed through | 
River street to the Laurel, the Empire 
and the Augusta mils, where only Pa- 
trolmen Fields and Titus were on guard, 
and were powerless against the mob. 
The managers of the three mills had de- 
termined to empty their mills, and two 
of them did so, but the Augusta mill 
was stil] full, although shut down, The 
mob found this out and burst in. They 
found themselves face to face with the 
women of the mil, led by Mrs. Parker, 
determined ‘to ‘stand their ground. The 
women were thrust aside and driven out 
of the mill amiga the most foul abuse. 

Next Point of Attack. 

The Hall mill, which shelters four silk 
working firms, wae the next point of at- 
tack. A single policeman guarded the 
main entrance: He was ordered to stand 
aside, and on refusing was attacked, He 
drew his revolver and began ft fire. 
Lora Salvi, an Ttalian, 24 years’ old, 
who lives and works at Hackensack, re- 
ceived the first bullet, whieh penetrated 
both lungs. The mob drew back and the 
officer retained his post in the doorway. 
Several shots were fired at him, but none 
took effect. He replied, firing directly 
into the mob until his swaiithe was 
empty, when five more uniformed men 
and one in plain clothes came on a run 
through Fulton street. The mob kept 
on firing, and the officers charged firing, 
when the strikers broke and ran. 

Spectators say that fully 100 shots were 
fired. Salvino was left behind and was 
taken to the hospital. One hundred and 
fifty hats were picked up in the street 
afterwards, which were lost in the wild 
scramble to get away. There is no doubt 
that several of the rioters were hurt. 

It was about this time that Mayor 
Hinchcliffe called on the firemen for aid 
and men were detailed from each com- 
pany and armed and during the after- 
noon rendered efficiént service. 

The shooting seemed to scatter the 
rioters, but it was not long before a 
dense mob had f§rmed again, this time 
about the Gaede mill on North Straight 
street, where there was a crowd of 2,000. 
Half of them were rioters and the rest 
onlookers. The mill Was bombarded and 
before the mob stopped there was not a 
whole window in the building. 

Reporter Is Fatally Shot. 

Harry Harris, a reporter on The Morn- 
ing Call, was at this point. He was 
armed with a revolver and had a camera, 
with which he attempted to take pictures, 
standing on a stoop a short distance 
down the street. His act of training the 
camera was seen and he was warned to 
desist. A moment later a rain of. stones 
fell about him and he was Knocked down. 
As he fell men rushed on him and he wag 
kicked and beaten. He drew his revolver 
and tried to use it, but it jammed and 
was kicked from his hand. A man grab- 
bed it and fired at Harris, the bullet en- 
tering his chest. He has a slight chance 
of recovery. By this time the mill was 
emptied of the operativeg and this prac- 
tically ended the rioting for the day, 
after all of the mills had closed down. 

During the day, from time to time, 
the wounded had teen carried to the 
hospital. Besides those whose names can 
be given it is certain many more were 
hurt. 

This afternoon anarchists who seemed 
to be in command were openly threaten- 
ing that a policeman’s life would pay for 
each wounded rioter. 

The police tonight are tired, sore and 
angry and they say that a resumption of 
the rioting in the morning will find them 
prepared to shoot to kill. The mill own- 
ers say they will resume work in the 
morning and will hold the city respon- 
sible for all resulting damage. 


THIRTY PERSONS ARE INJURED 


By the Explosion of & Gasoline

Guthrie, Okla., June 18.—Thirty persons 
were injured tonight by a gasoline gen- 
erator explosion tn the National Hardware 
Company’s store. .At 8:56 o'clock fite 
broke out In the rear of the store, de- 
manding the attention of two fire com- 
parties. While the firemen were fighting 
the flames an immense crowd gathered 
ihn the street before the plate glass front 
of the building.

London, June 18.—In the house of com- 

mons today the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, Sir Michae] Hicks-Beach, reply- 
ing to John Redmond, the Irish leader, 
announced that the tax on maize would 
be reduced by one-half as a concession 
to Irish interests. 
Sir Charlies Dilke, advanced radical, de- 
manded a specific statement from the 
chancellor of the exchequer in regard to 
the government's attitude at the coming 
conference of the colonial premiers.

Detachments Searching for the Miss- 
~=~S Teachers—Major Gardener 
Calls Malvar as a Witness 
as to Conditions in 
Tayabas. 


Manila, June 18.—Four. American teach- 
ers living at Cebu, island of Cebu, went 
out for a day’s outing June 10 and have 
not yet returned. Three detachments 
of native constabulary are searching for 
th emissing Americans, and have re- 
ceived orders not to return without 
-hem., 

Major Cornelius Gardener called. the 
former insurgent Malvar, who surren- 
lered in Batangas province last April, 
to testify today before the board which 
ls investigating the charges brought by 
Major Gardener concerning conditions in 
‘Tayabas province. 


* >The testimony given by General Mal- 


var has created considerable surprise. 
He said that Tayabas province had been 
.one of the best disciplined insurgent 
strongholds under his control, and that 
tach municipality in the province obeyed 
fim. He declared that he could have 
called 1,500 rifle men and 450 bolo men 
In Tayabas province, and this without 
counting upon the men he could have 
raised in other provinces; that the people 
in the towns of Tayabas obeyed well the 
orders issued by the Ameriean authori- 
ties, as well as his men. They sent sup- 
plies to the tnsurgents, he said, and 
then, after the lapse of a few days, 
would notify the Americans that such 
supplies had gone out. This Malvar or- 
dered the townspeople to do in order 
that they might not be suspected by 
the Americans of disloyalty. Each body 
of insurgents in Tayabas was supported 
by the town to which it belonged. 

Genera] Malvar said that the presenc 
In any town of anv native who was truly 
friendly to the American cause would 
have made it impossible for an insur- 

ent body to exist In that town. To the 

st of his belief, he said, the insur- 
gents had candidates in all muni gi 
slections held in the province. 

The witness said that the insurrection 
in Tayabas and Batangas provinces had 
broken up as a result of the methods 
adopted by General Franklin Bell in con- 
ducting the campaign ther. 

Colonel Frank D. Baldwin. of the Twen- 
ty-seventh infantry, who is stationed on 
the island: of Mindanao. has written a 
letter to the sultan of Baclod. in which 
he sets forth the intentions of the Amer- 
lcan authorities. Colonél Baldwin, among 
other things, said that the Americans did 
not intend interfering with the religion, 
plurality of wives or property of the 
Moros. 

The following reply has been received 
from the sultan by Colone] Baldwin: 

“We ask you to retire to Malabang: 
we do not want you in the Lake Lanao 
district unless you will join our ‘religion 
and adopt our customs. In case you do 
rot so desire, all the dattos will make 
war on you, because here there is but one 
religion, that of Stamboul.’’ 

Colonel Baldwin says that the sultans 
of Baclod and Massin will have to he 
taken prisoners before permanent peace 
in Mindanao is possible.

Scenes in London Streets After the Announcement That the Boers 
‘Had Accepted Terms of Peace. 
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London, June 9.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—London’'s ‘‘mafficking’’ over’ the 
announcement of peace was the jubila- 
tion of the war times toned down, but 
with new features added. The roystering 
crowds that choked the Strand, Piccadilly 
and Pal] Mall tickled each other's faces 
with peacock feathers, blew 
trumpets, threw confetti, waved flags and 
sang as gleefully as they did after Pre- 
toria, Mafeking and Ladysmith, and were 
just as evidently all but obltvious of the 
significance of the event they supposedly 
were celebrating and using it only as an 
excuse for making high carnival. But 
perhaps on account of the scoldings of 
both press and pulpit over the ‘‘disgrace- 
ful scenes’’ that were enacted last year, 
perhaps because. the maffickers thought 
the police might interfere this time if 
they went too far, the ‘“‘celebration” was 
a good deal less like a wild orgy than 
those that took place during the war. 
For instance, there was hardly any of the 
indiscriminate kissing that was’ such a 
feature of the famous ‘‘maffickings.”’ 

One of the funniest things that happen- 
ed during the evening was the descent 
of a crowd of Coster girls on some of 
the members of the Chinese: special em- 
bassy coronation. The dignified celes- 
tials are staying at the Hotel Cecil, which 
faces oh the Strand, and several of them, 
attracted by the sounds from the street, 
went out to the entrance of the court 
arrayed in their native dress to see what 
was going on. They hardly had made 
their appearance and had their faces 
tickled with peacock plumes by such 
sportive citizens as caught sight of them, 
than they were spied by the bevy of 
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fair ones from White Chapel who were 
making their way toward Charing Cross, 
with frequent stops for liquid refresh- 
ments along the way: Giving one joyful 
whoop, the girls bore down on the aston- 
ished Chinamen, made a ring about them 
by catchimrng hold of hands, and then 
danced around in a circle, singing ‘‘You 
are my honeysuckle, I am the bee.’’

GOVERNOR DURBIN ASKED

Durbin Wires the Sheriff To Summon 
Deputies and Project Prisoner 
at All. Costs—Prisoner Ac- 
cused of Assaulting a 
Little Girl. 


Vincennes, Ind., June 18.—Great excite- 
ment prevails here tonight owing to 
rumors that a mob will attack the jail 
and lynch Bill Edison, the ex-convict 


charged with assaulting Irma Pfohl. 
Other rumors say that the prisoner has 
been spirited out of town. 

The sheriff has sworn in a large force 
of deputies and is in close touch with 
the metrapolitan force. Any attempt to 
storm the jail will meet with resistance. 
A great crowd of people is collected in 
the vicinity of the jail. It is not believed 
by cooler heads, however, that the mob 
will make any attack upon. the jail. 
They advise the excited ones to let the 
law take its course. , 

Shortly before 2 o’clock this (Thursday) 
morning ‘the mob made a half-hearted 
move toward the jail with a steel beam, 
but it was held in check. The sheriff, it 
is believed, is unable to swear in a suffi- 
cient number of deputies to save Edison 
should a determined move be made to 
break into‘the jail. 

Indianapolis, Ind,., June 18.—The sheriff 
has wired Governor Durbin from Vin- 
cennes asking for troops to protect Wil- 
liam Edison from a mob which now sur- 
rounds the jail at that place. Edison is 
charged with assaulting a 4-year-old girl. 
The governor has replied to the request 
for military by ordering the sheriff to 
swear in deputies, 1,000 if necessary, and 
to protect the prisoner at all hazards.

Washington, June 18.—(Special .)—

With this definite showing of the

It is prob- 
able that there will be no serious objec- 
tion on the part of the beet sugar men to 
joining in such a request. 

No Pledges Will Be Given. 

There has been a good deal of talk of 
these men being asked to pledge “heir 
votes for the ratification of such a treaty, 
but this will not be done, their request 
for the negotiation of a treaty being 
taken as tantamount to such a pledge. 
This, however, leaves these men to put 
their own construction on their action. 
There is a bare possibility of the personal 
ambitions of some senators running away 
with their better judgment, inducing 
them to press the bill before the senate in 
case they do not get the gort of an agree- 
ment on the treaty proposition which 
they are asking, but this is hardly a 
probability. 

Senator Aldrich is very sure, the result 
being construed a defeat for his leader- 
ship.

The witness said that the insurrection 
in Tayabas’ and Batangas provinces had 
broken up as a result of the methods 
adopted by General Franklin Bell in con- 
ducting the campaign ther. 

.- Colonel Frank D. Baldwin. of the Twen- 

ty-seventh infantry, who is stationed on 
the island -of Mindanao. has written a 
letter to the sultan of Baclod. in which 
he sets forth the intentions of the Amer- 
lcan authorities. Colonél Baldwin, among 
other things, said that the Americans did 
not intend interfering with the religion, 
plurality of wives or property of the 
Moros. 

The following reply has been received 
from the sultan by Colone] Baldwin: 

“We ask you to retire to Malabang; 
we do not want you in the Lake Lanao 
district unless you will join our ‘religion 
and adopt our customs. In case you do 
rot so desire, all the dattos-:will make 
war on you, because here there is but one 
religion, that of Stamboul.’’

SHOUTED “YI”

New Light Thrown -on the 
Arrest of American Offi- 
cers at Venice, 


aw 

London, June 18.—The text of the find- 
ings of the court of inquiry in the case 
of United States naval officers impris- 
oned at Venice in the latter part of April 
throws a new and important light upon 
the affair. It now appears that the 
United States consul at Venice, Henry A. 
Johnson, and the lawyer provided by him 
for the defense urged the officers to plead 
that they were violently drunk. This 
they utterly declined to do. Rear Ad- 
miral Crowninshield, commanding the 
European squadron, in reviewing the find- 
ings of the court, severely censures Cap- 
tain J. H. Dayton, the commander of the 
Chicago, for not personally attending to 
the defense of the officers, and comments 
on the “revolting indignities’ suffered 
by the officers while confined at Venice. 
Under the circumstances Admiral Crown- 
inshield holds ‘‘a courtmartial would be 
a farce.” 

Only Two Drinking. 

Captain Dayton’s court of inquiry ml- 
nutely traces the movements of officers 
of the Chicago on the day of their arrest 
and says Lieutenant John 8. Doddridge 
and Surgeon Robert E. Ledbetter were 
“affected by Hquor to a noticeable ex- 
tent, but were not intoxicated in the or- 
dinary meaning of the term, and there is 
no evidence that the other parties wera 
affected by drinking.” 

The disturbance arose when Captain 
Robert F.. Wynne, commanding the ma- 
rine guard of the Chicago, seeing Dod- 
dridge and Ledbetter sitting outside Flo- 
rain’s cafe, “gave a hail, unusual in this 
place, resembling ‘yi! yi! yil'” 

Lieutenant Doddridge and Surgeon Led- 
better ran toward Captain Wynne, up- 
setting chairs and two small tables. A 
large crowd and the police immediately 
surrounded Tjieutenant Doddridge, who 
was roughly handled by the police. 

In summing up, the court finds that 
while the actions of Cadet Kress were 
indiscreet, no further’ proceedings against 
him should be taken.

GOVERNOR DURBIN ASKED

Durbin Wires the Sheriff To Summon 
Deputies and Protect Prisoner 
at All Costs—Prisoner Ac- 
cused of Assaulting a 
Little Girl. 


Vincennes, Ind., Pune 18.—Great excite- 
ment prevails here tonight owing to 
rumors that a mob will attack the jail 
and lynch Bill Edison, the ex-convict 


charged with assaulting Irma Pfohl. 
Other rumors sa¥ that the prisoner has 
been spirited out of town. 

The sheriff has sworn in a large force 
of deputies and is in close touch with 
the metrapolitan force. Any attempt to 
storm the jail will meet with resistance. 
A great crowd of people is collected in 
the vicinity of the jail. It is not believed 
by cooler heads, however, that the mob 
will make any attack upon the jail. 
They advise the excited ones to let the 
law take its course. 

Shortly before 2 o’clock this (Thursday) 
morning ‘the mob made a half-hearted 
move toward the jail with a steel beam, 
but it was held in check. The sheriff, it 
is believed, {s unable to swear in a suffi- 
cient number of deputies to save Edison 
should a determined move be made to 
break into'‘the jail. 

Indianapolis, Ind., June 18.—The sheriff 
has wired Governor Durbin from Vin- 
cennes asking for troops to protect Wil- 
liam Edison from a mob which now sur- 
rounds the jail at that place. Edison is 
charged with assaulting a 4-year-old girl. 
The governor has replied to the request 
for military by ordering the sheriff to 
swear in deputies, 1,000 if necessary, and 
to protect the prisoner at all hazards.

AROUND CORPSE 


Republican Senators Hold Wake 
Over Dead Cuban Gill 


Nineteen Insurgents Announce That 
They Will Fight Reciprocity to 
the Last, and the Admin- 
istratfon Leaders Throw 
Up Their Hands.

Washington, June 18.—(Special .)— 
Seventeen republican senators rose in 
the republican caucus tonight and with 
all emphasis declared that under no cir- 
cumstances would they vote for the a4- 
ministration Cuba bill Two others who 
were absent from the caucus were an- 
nounced by their fellows ag pledged to 
Stay with these seventeen. 

With this definite showing of the 
strength and determination of the insur- 
gent forces, the administration leaders 
announced that, while the bill would ve 
put on the calendar to follow the canal 
bill, this would be subject to the action 
of the republican caucus, which will meet 
again on Friday. These leaders stated 
that there would be no effort to press the 
bil] before the senate, providing as many 
as fifty of the fifty-four republicans 
would join in requesting the president to 
negotiate a r€ciprocity treaty. It is prob- 
able that there will be no serioug objec- 
tion on the part of the beet sugar men to 
joining in such a request. 


No Pledges Will Be Given. 

There has been a good deal of talk of 
these men being asked to pledge their 
votes for the ratification of such a treaty, 
but this will not be done, their request 
for the negotiation of a treaty being 
taken as tantamount to such a pledge. 
This, however, leaves these men to put 
their own construction on their action. 
There is a bare possibility of the personal 
ambitions of some senators running away 
with their better judgment, inducing 
them to press the bill before the senate in 
case they do not get the sort of an agree- 
ment on the treaty proposition which 
they are asking, but this is hardly a 
probability. 

Senator Aldrich is very sure, the result 
being construed a defeat for his leader- 
ship. His pride is hurt and he may en- 
deavor to force the matter after Fri- 
day’s caucus, but the more conservative 
of the administration leaders will prop- 
ably stand in the way of this. The de- 
feated administration senators are much 
chagrined over the retreat they have 
been forced to make and among them- 
selves they are now discussing” the prac- 
ticability of attempting an extra session 
of the senate as soon as a reciprocity 
treaty is negotiated. As this would in ail 
probability mean a long struggle just 
when the congressional campaign is rag- 
ing the chances are that this will end in 
talk. 

Platt and Spooner Talk. 

Senaor Platt, of Connecticut, and Sen- 
ator Spooner, of Wisconsin, took the lead 
in behalf of the proposed legislation and 
endeavored to convince the beet sugar 
senators that the measure they had fram- 
ed jointly would not injure any Ameri- 
can interest, but their speeches made no 
impression on the opposition, and the con- 
ference adjourned until Friday, ‘at the de- 
sire of the friends of Cuban reciprocity in 
order that they might have a last op- 
portunity to try and agree on a measure 
that the beet sugar senators will accept. 

It was the general opinion after the 
conference that this s¢ssion of congress 
would adjourn without Cuban reciprocity 
legislation of any sort. 

The conference was attended by all but 
six of the republican senators. The nine- 
teen senators opposed to the reciprocity 
bill are: Perkins and Bard of California, 
Mitchell and Simon of Oregon, Foster of 
Washington, Gamble and Kittredge of 
South Dakota, Nelson and Clapp of Min- 
nesota, Dietrich and Millard of Nebraska, 
Elkins and Scott of West Virginia, Jones 
and Stewart of Nevada, Burton of Kan- 
sas, Burrows of Michigan, Mason of Il- 
linois, and Wellington of Maryland. 

Allison Begs for Harmony. 

Senator Allison made a brief address 
in calling the conference to order, and he 
was followed by Senator Platt, of Connec- 
ticut, and Senator Burrows, of Michigan, 
for and against tariff reduction. Senator 
Allison pleaded for harmony, good feeling 
and ‘a solid party front. 

Senator Platt insisted that the proposed 
substitute for gne house bill would not 
harm the beet sugar interests and said 
that if he thought so -he would not be 
for it. He dwelt on the fact that there 
had been an implied promise of tariff 
concessions for Cuban products. Senator 
Burrows, in reply said that the ostensi- 


' ble purpese of the proposed reciprocity 


measure was to benefit a forctign coun- 
try, but that its real purpose would be 
to benefit the largest purchaser of raw 
sugar, and that the cor®ession granted 
would not go to the Cuban planter, but 
to the consumer of raw sugar in the 
United States, the sugar trust. : 

At the conclusion of the speeches Sen- 
ator Quay said that what had been 
developed indicated that neither the orig- 
ip4l house b.1 nor the proposed Spoon- 
er substitute could pass, and he, there- 
fore, moved an adjournment. Senator 
Dietrich suggested that the conference 
might as well adjourn sine die, but this 
received no encouragement,

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CHURCH LEADER 


Bishop Francis M. Whittle 
Dies at His Home in 
Richmond, Va. 


HE HAD REACHED THE AGE 
OF SEVENTY-EIGHT YEARS 


Was the Recognized Leader of “ Low 
Church Party” in Virginia—For- 
bade Use of Flowers in the 
Churches of His Dio- 
cese. 


Richmond, Va., June 18.—(Special.)— 
Bishop Francis M. Whittle died at 3:15 
o’clock this afternoon at his residence on 
East Leigh street, in the seventy-eighth 
year of his age. He fell about a month 
ago and broke his hip and had been in 
an extremely feeble condition since then. 

Bishop Whittle was one of the best 
known men in the Episcopal church. He 
was born in Mecklenburg county, Va., in 
1823. He was ordained a deacon in 1847 
and a priest in 1848. It was in 1868 that 
he was elected bishop by the Virginia 
council. 

He was the recognized leader of tne 
“low church party’’ in Virginia of the 
Protestant Episcopal church His letter 
to the famous ‘‘Flower cenvention” of the 
dioces® of Virginia in 1878 caused a great 
stir. In his letter Bishop Whittle forbade 
the use of flowers in the decorations of 
the Episcopal churches in his diocege at 
Easter, which he held not authorized by 
the scriptures. The letter caused a great 
sensation in the council. 

Rev. Dr. Armstrong, who was then rec- 
tor of Monumental! church, Richmond, 
and General Bradley T. Johnson, dele- 
gate from Grace church, Richmond, were 
the leaders in the-opposition. The de- 
bates were spirited and the fight bitter. 
Dr. Armstrong and his adherents, how- 
ever, lost their fight. Bishop Whittle was 
sustained by the convention by an over- 
whelming majority, thse being but thir- 
teen clerical and thirteen lay votes cast 
against him. From that time no one 
questioned the propriety of his episcopal 
acts. 

Bishop Whittle is survived by two sons, 
Fortesque Whittle, of Petersburg, Va., 
and F. M. Whittle, Jr., of Atlanta, and 
cre daughter, Mrs. Jones, of Winchester, 
Va. 
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MEN FALL WITH, BUILDING. 


Four Injured in Wreck Wind Causes 
in Canton. 

Canton, Ga., June 18.—(Special.)—At 2 
o’clock this afternoon a heavy wind from 
the northwest wrecked a_ three-story 
frame building and badly injured four 
men who were at work at the time re- 
pairing the shingle roof. The storm came 
on before the men thought of leaving 
their work and they fell with the col- 
lapsed building,. sustaining painful in- 
juries. 

Joe Daniel, one of the workmen, had 
three or more ribs broken and was other- 
wise hurt internally. 

Larken Ragsdale sustained a cut on the 
face and several severe brulses. 

Jim Roberts.was bruised about the face 
and head and along the entire left side. 

Eq Earle, a negro, was also hurt about 
the head and hips. 

Thad Davis was on the roof when the 
storm struck the structure, but managed 
to jump to the roof of an adjoining build- 
ing and thus escaped unhurt. 

L. P. Lockhart, who was employed in 
painting the building, had just left his 
scaffold to refill his paint bucket, and 
John Bell, the contractor, had only a few 
minutes beforg left the inside of the 
building and gone up town. Both thus 
escaped injury.

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SHOT OF NEGRO 


MAY BE FATAL 


S. L. Gaufding, a Prominent 
Citizen of Oglethorpe, !s 
Seriously Wounded. 


FOUND IT NECESSARY 
TO REPRIMAND LABORER 


Latter Did Not Come to Work and 
Employer Went After Him. 
Fled After the Sunooting, 
but a Posse Is in 
Pursuit. 


Athens, Ga., June  18.—(Special.)— 
Samuel] L. Gaulding, one of the most 
Prominent citizens of Oglethorpe coun- 
ty, was shot and seriously wounded by 
@ negro yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock 
near Winterville. The negro’s name is 
Whit Willingham, a laborer employed by 
Mr. Gaulding on his farm. 

The story of the shooting, as given by 
parties from Winterville ast night, is 
as. follows: Mr. Gaulding had occasion 
to reprimand the negto for inattention 
to his work one day last week, and, 
the negro becoming insolent, Mr. Gauld- 
ing gave him a thrashing. 

Since then the negro had been giving 
him a good deal of trouble, and yester- 
day Mr. Gaulding had to go to the ne- 
gro’s house to get him to come to wor. 
He found him lying in bed and a re- 
volver on a table near him. 

Mr. Gaulding aroused him and, putting 
the negro’s pistol in his own pocket, 
took him by the arm and told him to 
come with him. The negro then jerked 
away and snatched the revolver from 
Mr. Gaulding’s pocket. Putting the 
muzzle close to Mr. Gaulding’s face he 
fired. The ball struck the lower right 
jaw bone, splitting it, and then lodging 
against the left jaw bone, when it was 
‘spit out by Mr. Gaulding. The negro 
made good his escape. and at 12 o'clock 
last night was still at large. 

The wound is considered very serious, 
and should it become so inflamed as to 
injure the breathing of the victim he 
will dig the doctors say. The best of 
medical attention was given him, and 
at last reports he was resting easy, 
though in a precarious condition. 

The news spread like wildfire through- 
out Winterville and vicinity: A posse of 
determined men was at once organized 
and bloodhounds procured and put on 
the trail of the negro. He was tracked 
to the house of his father, about a mile 
distant. There Tt was found that his 
father had hitched up a team and driven 
away in the direction of Athens and the 
party in search of him reached hero 
about 10 o’clock. They had lost the track 
of him, but think he can be found. 

Mr. Gaulding is 32 years old and mar- 
ried. He is one of the most prominent 
citizens of Oglethorpe county, and the 
news of the shooting will cause great 
sorrow.

Intellect Brings Wealth. 


During the last years of the ninet 
the first of the twentieth pollo pre ow 
wealth and power have had an amazing and 
seemingly @ sudden iner -. All of us seem 
to be agreed, not only that the increase has 
in fact bruught p®palar delight, but that it 
deserves fame and celebration from philoso- 
phers and men of business alike, no less in 
the cloisters of learning or piety than amidst 
the noise of the exchanges. Nor do I deny or 
doubt or depreciate the glory of it all. My 
question is to what, under God, shall wa 
ascribe the glory; to what altar, under God, 
shall we bring our gratitude. My answer is 
that, in truth, we may not Slory over the 
magnitude of the business and treasure of 
Americans or the splendor of their life in the 
opening years of our gentury, but matHer over 
the intellectual and moral energy of American 
&¢nerations now past which, in fact, has pro- 
duced our business, our treasures and our 
splendor. The glory truly belongs to the 
ideals of life and human conduct which have 
produced that energy. And it belongs to one 
ideal perhaps more dominant and fruitful than 
any other. I mean the love—the jealous love 
—of freedom, the love of industrial and or- 
derly lMberty, the dominant and Practical 
belief in essential democracy. That ideal has 
been the most producttve, as it has been the 
characteristic, energy of American life. it 
is indeed the one most productive energy of 
the ruling peoples of the modern world. It 
seems spiritual, often elusive or impalpable; 
but in result it Is practical, solid, mighty, en- 
during. In that ideal, far more than in store 
houses of merchandise or great mileages ‘of 
railroads, or in mines, furnaces, smelters, 
factories, corporations, or in any assertion of 
national power by armies or navies, you and I 
ought to find the true justification of our 
pride in present success—-the sound basis of 
our radiant hope for the future of America 
and of civilization itself. 

It will he .aid that in our country men have 
been free” from the constraints of long es- 
tablished customs or middle age fashions. 
But the assertion of that freedom has been 
part of .he very thing of which I speak. 
Colonists of ,every rage—even our American 
cok ists—bréught with them their customs 
and’ traditions. It was long after the Pil- 
grims of New England landed before their 
children learned liberty as you and I under- 
stand it. It was nearly two centuries after 
the Cavalier settlement of Virginia that thc 
democratic ideal became triumphant there. 
Our forefathers brought over old-world shacx- 
lee and used them more or less until the 
eighteenth century was at its end. Spanish 
colonizers renewed on American soil the tech- 
nical burdens of legal and social ceremonial 
of their peninsula and even its follies and 
brutalities. Nor did the new world of Spain 
recover from them. In our thirteen colonies. 
on the other hand, laws, customs. ceremonies, 
all were, by the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, .fuse@ into the essential democracy 
of which we now see the result. 

It will be said also that American labor 
has been made enormously productive by 
modern fhvention. That is true. But it is 
only another illustration of my next. The 
inventive genius is itself a clearly charac- 
teristic product of democratic life and dem- 
ocratic temper. The Americans are the most 
inventive; not because they are the richest, 
but because they have been the most inde- 
pendent people of the world—the people freest 
to think and to practice new things. Inven- 
tion brings wealth far more than wealth 
brings invention. If to this inventive prim- 
acy of ours there be exceptions, they fiitist 
be found in the nations of northeastern Eu- 
rope where life approaches more nearly than 
in the rest of the world the American ideals 
of industrial freedom and democratic equal- 


ity. 

It will be said also that wages have been 
artificially increased { our country by trades 
unions. That may be so. But trades unions 
themselves, with the increasing sobriety and 
effectiveness of their administration, are 
gmerely ene, and, in the long ,run, a most 
useful, exhibition of the democratic temper. 
Nor, in my opinion, have trades unions, ex- 
cept within narrow areas or for short times, 
raised wages except as labor has become 
more productive. 


America’s Highest Purpose. 


Face to face, as I am, with you who have 
labored in this university, I realize that what 
we are doing in Athens today, to celebrate the 
triumphs of human ideals and tc affirm the 
duty of educated men to serve them, is this 
month repeated in a hundred cities and towns 
thronghout the United States. Remembering 
that this noblest and finest outburst of Amer- 
ican sentiment is renewed every year, im- 
pressing the intelligence and moulding the 
patriotic affections of the flower of its young 
manhood, I am confident that we shall not 
let the prosperity of,American life stifle its 
highest purposes. Td prevent it may be as 
difficult ae for the camel to pass through 
that narrow gate of Jerusalem which was 
known as the eye of the needle. But that 
Gifficult thing can end shall be done. It is 
with.a just hope that we see fm our day sop 
many noble uses of honorably won fortunes— 
fortunes for which value was given. And 
can there be any triumph of character finer 
tian the sober, humble dedication by rich 
rren—gome of whom you know and I also, of 
such fortunes—not in patronage or weary con- 
descension, but with heart and brain and 
eympathy, to making higher and broader thu 
plain living of American men and women. 
But I do not always admire even well-intend- 
ed mumificence. I do not believe that college-

Savannah, Ga., June 18.—The {interstate 
bankers’ convention adjourned today af- 
ter adopting a modified resolution bear- 
ing on the Fowler banking pill. The res- 
olution regrets that Representative Fow- 
ler could not be present to explain the 
bill, and continues: 

“That while the said bill embraces 
many admirable features, with the lights 
before us we cdnnot indorse the same. 
We recommend, to the members of this 
association that they give the bill care- 
ful study, so that at the proper time 
and season they will be prepared to give 
expression to their convictions on the 
subject.”’ 

It was thought last night that the 
Fowler bill would be condemned by res- 
olution. The abandonment of days of 
grace on commercial paper was strongly 
urged, as was also the repeal or revision 
of the national bankruptcy law.

store houses. Let all the earth fear the 
Lord.’

We are not only Great Britatn’s 
next of kin in thé Anglo-Saxon family 
of nations, but we stand today tn the 
forefront of tie world’s great powers. 
When the salary of the British ambas- 
sador at Washington was first agreed 
upon this country’s influence upon. in- 
ternational affairs may not have been 
80 world-wide and potential-as it is at 
present and perhaps the salary was 
large enough at the time; but things 
have changed, and no one knows bet- 
ter than Great Britain what an al)- 
powerful empite her once helpless 
and dependent colony has become in 
the affairs of the globe. ~ 

This country {s not suffering any 
Special inconvenience by reason of 
the policy of unjust 
which Great Britain is employing in 
the compensation of her diplomatic 
representatives and we can afford to 
let things rock along just as they are, 
feeling that if any harm is done it is 
Great Britain that must suffer and 
not us. 

But we cannot dismiss the subject 
without saying that the position which 
Great Britain assigns us at the foot of 
the list is by no means fn keeping 
with the sentiment of kinship and fra- 
ternity between the two great powers 
of which. so much has been heard of 
late. 
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The Problem Play in Congress. 

The spectacle now on view!n Wash- 
ington, in which the president and 
His party are the actors, is the most 
interesting drama of the decade. Not 
since the collision between President 
Cleveland and the democratic major 
ity in tne seigniorage fight has the 
like Leen geen. The. country is 
aroused to the novelty of the situa- 
tion and the finale approaches with 
everybody on tiptoe to see which side 
will win out. 

The main question at issue is a 
very simpk one. This country fs un- 
der obligations, both .n good morals 
and by official promise, to aid the 
people of Cuba in their struggle for 
national life by reducing our tariff 
rates to them and so affording them 
a profitable market for their staple 
products in this ccuntry. The reci- 
procity a:ked fur is not one-sided, be- 
cause our exporters will thereby gain 
a practical monopoly of the Cuban 
trade for articles of our special pro 
duction and manufacture. The presi- 
dent has put the argument in favor of 
Cuban reciprocity as strongly and co- 
gently as any one could. 

But the beet sugar producers, sec- 
onded by the cane sugar and tobacco 
producers, of this country object to 
the concessions asked on behalf of 
Cuba. Beet sugar is now tariff pro- 
tected and, under that advantage the 
industry has grown to be an import- 
ant business in a large area of the 
west and northwest. ‘4.e promoters 
of beet sugar production argue that 
the cheapening of raw sugar from 
Cuba will simply increase the profits 
of the sugar refining trust and enable 
the latter to crush the new industry 
of beet sugar production. Hence the 
insurgency of the friends of beet su- 
gar, cane sugar and American tobac- 
co against- the Cuban reciprocity 
bill. 

The democrats In congress gener- 
ally stand for the reciprovity meas- 
ure. They wish to do what ought to 
be done for Cuba. But they think 
something ought to be done for the 
American consumer as well, and go 
they forced in the house the adoption 
of' the amendment to abolish tne dif- 
ferential rate between fYfaw and re 
fined sugar. If the bill passes in that 
form it will knock out the monopoly 
of the sugar trust, take away $8,000,- 
000 of its annual extortions from the 
American people and give our con- 
sumers sugar at cheaper prices. 

The fight in the senate will turn 
now on that issue. The sugar trust 
is battling for its life and the presi- 
dent is fighting for his policy of jus- 
tice to Cuba at any price. If he wins 
the trust must lose; if he loses and 
the trust wins, the repu....an party 
will be in its direst jeopardy from fa- 
tal divisions, Cuba will be doomed to 
strangulation, and after that—who 
snall say what? 
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The Southern Novel. 

A careful summation of the values 
found in a considerable Hst of recent 
so-called southern novels is “distinct- 
ly disappointing. Whether they are 
of the colonial period, of which none 
of us know much beyond fragmentary 
records and apocryphal traditions, or 
whetber of the period of the cfvil war 
and its aftermath, the examples of 
fiction given us by our later writers 
are not at all satisfactory. Théy are 
at best but cartoon studies in efforts 
to accomplish an ideal canvas—that 
composite tableau that with one mas- 
ter-stroke of genius will reveal the 
living spirit of southernism in its era, 
be it colonial, revolutionary, civil 
war, reconstruction or extant. 

There has been from the _  set- 
tlement of the colonies aie cult 
of civilization on these shores 
that is knowable by no other name 
than southernism. It bears the birth- 
marks of divine sentimentalism. It 
was cradled in purple and carried a 
silver spoon in its mouth. It was 
nursed in independence, trained in 
authority and endowed with baronial 
bearings. It grew in a region of ro 
mance. It inspired poetry from ame 
thyst mountains and sun-shot summer 
streams and seas. It learned its les- 
sons of history under genealogical 
trees whose branches overspread the 
known world from the Euphrates to 
the .hames,. and thence to James- 
town and Savannah. It had the 
music and badinage of the mocker- 
bird on its. lips. It had the spirit of 
apostieship in its heart and the 
blood of crusaders in its veins. It 
builded a civijization that adorned 
the earth and saw it perish in the 
Peleean besom of battle. It has re- 
builded another and stronger civiliza- 
tion, after the modus of

land goday stands forth full-panoplied 
with the power, prestige and predica- 
tiens of a unique personality among 
the sons of mtn—a new Saul in the 
midst of his brethren. 

No novelist has yet psychologized 
and revealed the subliminal self of 
that Saul, either in his youth or his 
maturity. The splendid secrets of his 
sub-consciousness, the motive. forces 
of his soul, the intuitions of his‘ spir- 
itual sense, have none of them been 
trariscribed to fhe opefi page of 
fiction or philosépliic ‘history. He 
waits patiently for his interpreter, 
who shall reveal him even unto his 
own people. in all his spiritual signifi- 
cance—his truth, and honor, and chiv- 
alry, and exemplarship in the arts of 
patriotism andthe offices of faith.

Under all the circumstances, it 
seems that the amount of the pro- 
posed appropriation is small enongh 
and the policy of wisdom dictates 
that there shall be no delay in giving 
the measure full legislative sanction.

SHERMAN’S OLD SHELL. 
WORRIES ITS FINDER 


Souvenirs and relics of Atlanta’s fa- 
mous siege are becoming scarcer every 
day, and when one is exhibited it never 
fails to attract the attention of those who 
feel interested in our historic past. 

About twe weeks ago a familiar voice 
hailed me, near the postoffice, and when 
I turned I saw a well-known young At- 
tg rushing up to me with outstretched

“You have written lots of matter about 
the siege of Atilanta,’’ he said. 


ume,’’ was my answer. 

“Were you here during-the shelling?’ 
Was the next question. 

“Certainly; from first to last.” 

“See many shells?’ 

“Hundreds of them.” 

“Were they f@se or percussion shells?’ 

“Both kinds I saw a few fuse shells 
at night, and they looked something like 
rockets, but most of them were Parrott 
shells—iong, round affairs, with a cap on 
lf they fell or struck anytning 
with that end they exploded, dealing 
death and destruction for dozens of square 
yards.”’ 

“Did all of them explode?” 

“Not more than half of them. Many 
fell on the wrong end and were picked 
up by the citizens, who unscrewed the 
caps and extracted the powder. The 
shells were then Kept as relics, but in 
several front yards I saw flower beds 
bordered with them.” 


“Well,” remarked my companion, “I 
suppose an 18-pound shell fired into the 
city during the siege would be worth 
something.”’ 

‘‘Undoubtedly,” was my answer. 

“What would it be worth?’ 

"Tl don’t know. It would depend upon 
who wanted to buy it, his Interest in 
such things, and his means.” 


“Now, I'll tell you all about it. The 
other day a big shell was plowed up on 
my farm near the battle field of the 22d 
ot July.

I want to 
sell it. Can I get $5 for it?’ 

‘Some northern tourist would pay that 
much for it,” I geplied, “but our home 
people have seen so many war relics that 
they do not care for them, unless they 
are very rare.” 

“Thanks, I'll see you again,” said the 
owner of the shell, as he left me at the 
corner of the Kimball] house. 


Two days later I heard my name called 
as I passed a store on Peachtree. 

My friend, who had extracted so much 
siege history ‘fromf me at our former 
meeting, darted out, and taking my arm, 
accompanied me down the street. We 
walked over the viaduct and ¢wWo or three 
squares beyond, and our talk was con- 
fined to the exciting subject of Sherman's 
shells. 

‘ST have decided to give my shell to the 
Carnegie library,’ said the youngster. + 

‘The very thing,’ I answered readily, 
for 1 wae tired of the whole business. 

“They will label it and put it In a glass 
case,’ he continued, “and put my name 
oh it.” 

“Capital idea!’ I shouted, “but I must 
hurry off to catch a car.” 

“Do you think it will do me any good?"’ 
asked the enthusiast. 

“It will make you famous,’ was my 
reply, “You will be regarded as a pub- 
lic benefactor—a student of confederate 
history—a collector of relics and S0u- 
venirs—an authority in all such matters. 
Goodby—got an engagement.” 

“Thank you very much,” said the bomb 
man, so earnestly that I felt ashamed 
of my off-hand way of treating his pet 
scheme. 


“Just one moment,” somebody yelled, 
the following Saturday, when I was pas* 
ing The Constitution building.

The State Teachers’ Association today 
elected officers for the ensuing year, 
naming Professor M; C. Wtison, of Flor- 
ence, as president; A. J. Willingham, of 
Wetumpka, secretary, and W. E. Strip- 
ling, of Tallassee, as treasurer.

WILL BE DEFENDANT'S PLEA 


Jury’s Verdict Brought in Quickly. 
Aturder Trial Will Begin This 
Morning — Judge Candler 
Stopped All Disorder 
in Court Room. 


We, the jury, find against the spe-, 


cial plea, and that the defendant is 
now sane. % 


This is the verdict rendered yesterday 
afternoon in the case of Millard Lee, the 
Slayer of Miss Lilla May Suttles, who 
has been on trial since Monday morning 
before Judge John 8S. Candler in the 
criminal superior court on the special 
plea of insanity. The murder case will 
next be tried and is scheduled to begin 
this morning before Judge Candler. 

Judge Candler called the murder case 
immediately following the reading of the 
verdict of sanity, but as Attorney Reuben 
Arnold, Jr., was feeling ill, it was contin- 
ued untill this morning. 

Whén Lee goes on trial for ‘hig life the 
defense will enter the plea that he was 
{insane at the time of the killing, which 
means that practically the same evi- 
dence as has just been heard will be 
gone Over again. Insanity is the only de- 
ferise of the prisoner. 

Should the next jury decide that he wag 
pane at the time he killed Miss Siittles it 
would find him. guilty of murder, and if 
it should find that he was insane, a ver- 
dict of not guilty would be returned. 

Twenty-seven minutes elapsed yester- 
Jay afternoon from the time the twelve 
men left the jury box until a verdict of 
Banity had been reached. The jury re- 
tired at 12:18 o’clock and at 12:4 o'clock 
announced that they had reached a Ver- 
dict. It was not read in court, however, 
until] a quarter past 2 o'clock, as court 
had taken a recess for dinner after the 
Jury went out. 

By an agreement between counsel for 
the state and defense the prisoner was 
not in the court room when the verdict 
was read. He had been taken back to the 
Tower directly after the jury retired. 

When court reconvened the jurors filed 
out of the jury room and resumed their 
seats in the box. The special plea, on 
whith the verdict was written, was hand- 
ed to Clerk Tom Miller and he read it. 

Judge Warns Against Disorder. 
In the meantime Judge Candler had 
warned the crowd ifn the court room 
against any manifestation of approval or 
disapproval of the verdict and threatened 
with arrest any person who violated his 
order. ‘ 
“There must be perfect order in the 
court room,’ said the judge, “and there 
must be no expression of approval or dis- 
approval of this verdict whatever. Mr. 
Sheriff, vou will arrest any pefson who 
violates that order.’’ No outbreak of any 
kind was made. 

Judge Candler then called the case of 
the state vy. Millard Lee, charged with 
murder. Attorney Reuben Arnold Was not 
in the room, but Attorney Lowry Arnold, 
who represented him, stated that Mr. 
Arnold was fll and not able to proceed 
with the hearing at that time. Judge 
Candler then set the case for this morn- 
ing. 

The biggest crowd present during the 
trial was attracted to the court room 
yesterday, The gallery: was packed and 
people crowded in the doorways and 
éyery available space where the officers 
would allow them to stand. A large num- 
ber of ladies were among the interested 
epectators. One of the features of the 
trial has been the attendance of ladies. 

The proceedings of yesterday consisted 
of the concluding speeches for the state 
and defense by Solicitor Charlie Hill and 
Attorney Reuben Arnold, the charge of 
Judge Candler and the decision of the 
jury. 

Solicitor Hill began speaking after 
court convened yesterday morning. His 
speech was able, replete with his charac- 
teristic eloquence and was pronounced 
one of his finest efforts. 

Solicitor Hill Speaks. 

Mr. Till began by paying a tribute to 
the attorney for the defense, Reuben Ar- 
nold; Jr., and Lowry Arnold. He then 
entered into a discussion of the case, 
stating that the issue to be decided by 
the jury was whether Millard Lee was 
ever to be tried for the murder of Miss 
Tilla Suttles. 

The law presumes, declared the solicitor, 
that Lee {s sane and that he was sane 
on the day he killed Miss Suttles. The 
burden is now on the defense to remove 
that presumption. The solicitor hen 
took up the evddence and began to sift 
it, “witness by witness. 

In speaking of the aged, gray-haired 
parents of tne prisoner the solicitor in- 
duiged In a flight of touching eloquence. 
He expressed his deepest sympathy for 
the old father and mother and said that 
this was not the first time gravy-haired 
parents had been brought In Sorrow to 
the grave by the acts of a wayward son. 

Refers to Parable. 

Mr. Hill stated that the defense gave 
Ags one of the reasons that Lee is insane 
at the present time that on two occa- 
sions he ran away from home, going 
once to Florida and once to Spokane, 
Wash. He ridiculed such a reason.

He also attacked the theory that the 
prisoner is afflicted with incipient ep:- 
lepsy. He argued that Lee was a com- 
plete criminal]. 

“That man went to the church armed 
with a deadly weapon and with a deadly 
pirposa,’: declared the speaker. ‘He 
spoke to that beautiful, sweet young lady 
and asked her In a Yoice whose hissing 
was louder than the hiss of the bullet, 
‘Can I go home with you” The young 


lady, persecuted by a love which she had 


not encouraged, but repelled, replied, 
‘No, Mr. Lée, I Rave company.’ 

“What did Lee say? ‘Well, if I can't 
go home wita you I can kill you.’ Could 
he have done it? Did he do it? He pull- 
ed that pistol from his pocket and fired 
once and as his fair young victim ran 
from him he fired the second time and 
Killed her. Then he dsacked from that 
church and fied.” 

Mr. Hill took up the expert testimony. 
He declared that the evidence is conclu- 
Sive of Lee’s sanity ami that it is suffi- 


cient to warrant euch a verdict without | 


the necessity of the ju-cors leaving tne 
box. 


“Act Showed Deliberation.” 


The solicitor contended that Lee's act 
showed deliberation, preparation, malice 
and exeegution. To show expressed mal- 
ice, Mr. Hil] cited the evidence of a wit- 
ness to the effect that the prisoner told 
him Sutties had slighted him and 
that he intended to hx her. 

The solicitor said that Mr. Arnola would 
argue that the killing was done m a 
— and that this would indicate {nsan- 
ty. 

‘Has my friend forgotten current events 
60 far as to make such a contention? 
Does he recollect that scene in a crowded 
Washington theater when Booth shot 
down Lincoln in the very glare of the 
footlighta? Does he remember the act 
of Guiteau when he shot down Garfield 
in the Pennsylvania depot in the gréat 
city of Washington, and has he forgotten 
that still more recent terrible tragedy 
of Buffalo, when Czolgosz fired the fatal 
bullet into the body of the great, the 
good, the gentle McKinley? Ah, gentle- 
men, there ig no accounting for the dia- 
bolicalism of man.”’ 

Mr. Hilt closed with one of his beauti- 
ful, impressive appeu:s. 

“If men who commit hideous, awful 
crimes, such as this one is,” said he, 
“are to be freed and not punished, then 
fair justice, so often outraged and de- 
feated, will never more raise her head, 
for her face wfll be dyed red with the 
blush of ghame.” 

Mr. Hill spoke for two hours, the full 
time allotted him. He began speaking at 
8:40 o’clock.an@ concluded at 10:40. 

Attorney Arnold’s Argument. 


Attorney Reuben Arnold, Jr., then made 
the concluding. speech for the defense. 
His argument was character@ed by forci- 
bleness and eloquence and was a fine ef- 
fort in behalf of the priafner. 

Mr. Arnold spoke one hour and fifteen 
minutes, finishing at 12 o'clock. He lacked 
fifteen minutes of consuming hig time. 
Attorney Lowry Arnold having taken up 
half an haur of the defense’s 
day afternoon. 

Before entering tuto a discussion of the 
case Mr. Arnold e¢nei{red Mr. ‘Hill's 
speech and said that such an outbreak as 
made by him would serve not to enlight- 
en the jury as to the facts, but only to 
arouse indignation and inflame feeling. 

“Some people,’ continued he, “are in 
favor of changing the law of insanity 
so as to hang insane people who comnit 
murder or piace them in servitude for 
life. But I am hot in favor of condemn- 
ing to the gallows or to eternal servitude 
the man on whom God has laid His af- 
flicting hand. I believe this defendant 
should be placed in an asylum and con- 
fined.”’ 

The speaker then referred to the ex- 
pert testimony, saying taat Dr, Nicolson 
and Dr. Pinckney, two of the state's ex- 
perts, had testified that any tnsane man 
could do the work Lire had done. 

He argued that the mania of the in- 
sane is to Nandle weapons and flee and 
that in insane asylums special precau- 
tions are taken to prevent both. 

Said He Was Insane. 

He further argued that the évidence 
showed Lee to be insane. He dwelt on the 
evidence of Dr. Pinckney, saying that 
the witness hud found the prisoner to ve 
suffering from hysterja. 

“The testimony of Dr. Pinckney shows 
clearly that the defendant is ineane. No 
mattef what Kind of insanity you cali it, 
whether you term it hysterical insanity 
or some other form, genilemen, the crime 
of itself Is proof of the insanity of the 
perpetrafor. Had you heard of the crime 
alone you would have Jumped at the con- 
clusion that it had been done by @ crazy 
man. 

“Mr. Hill dwells on the statement that 
Lee was good in arithmetic, but strange 
as it may seem mathematics and insanity 
sometimes go hand in hand. Byven his 
teachers say he was a dull boy fn school. 

“Now, gentlemen, consider the history 
of this man’s life and we fihd that he 
was glways pecullar aud one of tne wit- 
nesses testified that the whole family 
was that way. The proof here is abund- 
ant and overwhelming as to the irrespon- 
sponsible candition of the defendant. 
Looking at the trips Lee made on two 
occasions we find that he acted as novo 
sane man would. He left his home and 
parents without even telling them of his 
intentions; left his store and went to 
Florida and later to Spokane, Wash., 
without any cause or motive.” 


Flight Not Consistent. 


He also argued in this connection that 
the flight of the prisoner was not ‘con- 
sistent, when coupled with the fact that 
he told everybody he met of his act. The 
only things relied on to prove sanity, he 
stated, were flight, possession of a weap- 
on and the fact of his having done va- 
rious kinds of work. 

“And the experts have declared,’ said 
he, “that all of these acts are consistent 
with insanity.” 

Mr. Arnold further contende@ that Lee 
is not assuming any part, but ts acting 
perfectly natural. He said the evidence 
was plain on this point. 

He coneinded by stressing the point that 
the jury was not trying the murder case, 
but was simply to determine whether 
lee is now @ane or insane. 

Judge Charges Jury. 

After Mr. Arnold had finished Judge 
Candler delivered his charge to the jury, 
which occupied fifteen minutes, The 
charge ably and fully covered ail of the 

ints involved in the case and was’ made 
Cs clear and concise manner. The jury 
then retired and returned shortly with 
the verdict as etated. e

The past year has seen more than 600 
students knock for admission at the 
doors of the school, it has witnessed the 
completion of a handsome and commo- 
dious new dormitory, and has been made 
happy by having in sight at its close the 
magnificent sum of $20,000 to be used for 
further and more thorough equipment 
and improvement. In speaking of the 
matter yesterday Captain Hal! said that 
its friends and patrons had every right 
to feel proud of the progress of the in- 
stitution which they had so nobly sup- 
ported 

It is very probable that the balance of 
the $10,000 necessary to secure the gift of 
$10,000 from. the general educational 
board will be subscribed before the 
closing exercises today. In the event 
that the amount is raised, a public an- 
nouncement of the fact will be made by 
President Hall immediately after the de- 
livery of the diplomas. 

The exact disposition of the $20,000 when 
all is in hand will be left by the board of 
trustees to President Hall and the 
faculty. It has already been practically 
decided to devote the sum to the equip- 
ment of electrical and experimental 
laboratories.

The exercises will begin this morning 
at 8 o'clock, and by special request of 
Captain Hall it is announced that by or- 
der of the board of trustees every student 
will be expected to report for duty at 
that hour to their several shops.

The public is cor- 
dially invited to attend both the exhibi- 
tions in shop work and the commencé- 
ment exercises. 

Governor-elkect Terrell will be present 
this morning, and will address’ the 
graduates. Judge Turner, of the board 
of trustees of the University of Georgia, 
will also be present, and will speak. 

Edmonds Is Here. 

Mr. Edmonds, who is to deliver the 
commencement address, reached the city 
yesterday, and when seen at the Majestic 
talked interestingly of the need of tech- 
nical training for tbe young white boys 
of the south, and of the unlimited possi- 
bilities for those who are well trained 
along technical lines. He also spoke of 
th@ progress made by the south in manu- 
facturing within the past few years. He 
said that @@® thing he noticed about At- 
lanta which bespoke real prosperity was 
the® building of so many handsome and 
commodious residences. 

Mr. Edmonds’ address, which will be 
along the line of the need of#technical 
training for the white boys of the south, 
will be heard this morning by a large 
and appreciative audience. 

Several of the Technological professors 
will leave within a few days to do spe- 
celal work along their differeng Hnes of 
study during the summer.

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. MARC J. SPYERS, , 
Atlanta Man Whose Sudden Death in a New York Hospital Yester- 
day Is Shrouded in Mystery. 
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Marc J. Spyers, Found Unconscious on Street in New 
York, Expires at Hospital. Doctors Say Mor- 
phine or Opium Poison Was Cause. 


Mare J. Spyers, a young man well 
known in Atlanta, died yesterday in a 
New York hospital under mysterious cir- 
cumstances. The physicians pronounced 
his death due to morphine or opium pois- 
oning, but whether self-administered and 
with suicidal intent has not been definite- 
ly determined, as the only person who 
could possibly have shed any light on the 
case has vanished. 

She was a woman, supposed to be Ma- 
mie Holland, who was at one time con- 
nected with the exhibit of a Hthia water 
concern at the Charleston exposition, of 
which young Spyers was in charge as lo- 
cal representative of the company. The 
young man wags found unconscious on 
Twenty-third street, near Seventh dve- 
nue, Tuesday mortiing. The woman, 
thought to be Miss Holland, was weeping 
over his body on the sidewalk and ac- 
companied it to the ‘hospital, where she 
remained until he #ed. 

Then, when the attendant’s back was 
turned, she left the building and has not 
been located. She fs said to live at 
Ithaca and it is thought she went to her 
home. The identity of young Spyers was 
established by Edward Parquette, who 
was in New YorR and knew the young 
man well. Parquette was in charge of 
the exhibit of a cash register company at 
the Charleston exposition. 

Not Knowm as Spyers. 

At first considerable difficulty waa ex- 
perienced in determining the identity of 
the dead man. He was thought to be 
John Sarris and the young woman, who 
was a pronounced blond, was believed 
to be his wife. It seems that he had a 
room on Seventeenth street, which had 
been engaged on Memorial day. When 
found he was near this place. The only 
means of identifying the woman was by 
a card which gave “Miss Mame Holland’’ 
the freedom of an Atlanta lodge. 

Upon arriving at the hospital it fs said 
the young woman gave her name ag 
Mrs, Sarris and stated that her husband 
was suffering from heart trouble. Ac- 
cording to the hospital doctors the young 
man died from the effects of morphine 
or opium, An autopsy was performed 
and after it the physicians announced 
that they could find no trace of organic 
heart disease. 

Young Spyers was feared in Atlanta 
and was well connected. He was a 
nephew of Former City Marsbal Jeff Tol- 
bert, Deputy Sheriff, Clark Tolbert and 
other prominent people here. For séveral 
years he has made Charleston his home. 
He attended the Boys’ High school and 
later went to Youhg PRarris college, 
where he spent several years. Returning 
to Atlanta hé engaged in business with 
a relative and In a short while went on 
the road as traveling salesman for the 
American Tobacco Company. He was re- 
garded as one of the best salesmen for 
that company in this section, and his 
ability, cordiality and cleverness won him 
friends wherever he went. 

In many respects he was a brilliant 
man and made a success of his business. 
About four years ago he gave up his 
position with the tobacco company and 
became connected with a lithia water 
concern. He went to Charleston and wag 
made the local representative of the com- 
pany at that place. In October, 1900, he 
married Miss Amy Otis, a member of one 
of the oldest and most distingiished fam- 


ilies of that city. She was “n ackn §w!-

edged belle and had a comfortable for- 
tune in her own right. Their wedding 
was one of the social events of the year, 
Returning to Charlestor after their 
honeymoon, the Spyers lived in style in 
one of the old-time mansions on Meeting 
street, Atlanta friends were always 
made welcome and were handsomely en- 
tertained by the young man and his 
bride. Tliey havg one child, a boy about 
eight months old. 
Friends Scout Suicide Theory. 


Friends of the young man in Atlanta 
scout the idea that he committed suicide. 
His prospects were of the brightest and it 
was only about a week ago that one of 
his most intimate friends in this city re- 
ceived a letter from htm in New Yerk., in 
which Spyers dectared that hig business 
affairs were in splendid shape and that 
he was immensely pleased with the situa- 
tion. It was his intention, eventually, to 
locate in the metropolis and, it is under- 
stood, his wife's uncle, who Is a promi- 
nent officer of one of the big railroads in 
New York state, hag taken a fancy to 
the young southerner and intended tak- 
ing him into his office.

Some of those who have 
known the young man intimately for 
years are of the opinion that he was the 
victim of foul play. It is known that he 
always carried large sums of money on 
his person and severa] of his friends have 
expressed the idea that he must have 
been drugged with morphine, the effect 
of the drug upon his heart causing his 
death. 

Had Bright Prospects. 


For some time he had been in the east 
for the lithia water company, intreducing 
the goods in various’ cities.

ficial capacity and add to it or take from 
it parts that were for the good of the 
city. 

Councilman Reed held that the council 
could revoke at any minute the powers 
of the charter committee or give it any 
instruction, and that if it prepared a char- 
ter that council fShought contained un- 
wise things that it could wipe out the 
whole thing. 

Motion To Table Lost. 

Councilrnan Howell made a few more 
remarks and Councilman Kontz spoke. 
When Councilman Kontz concluded, Coun- 
cilman Key moved that the Winn reso- 
lution and the Howell amendment be laid 
on the table. The vote to table was7tw7 
and Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson voted “No.” 
The resolution, as amended, was then 
adopted. 

If the mayor puts his signature to fhe 
resolution the cummittee wil! be increased 
as indicated and the storm will probably 
blow over. If the mayor vetoes the paper 
the two bodies will still be at outs and 
the council will have to take some other 
action. In the meantime the charter com- 
mittee does not know exactly where it 
stands, but it is going on with the work 
of getting up a new charter. 


WORK OF REVISION GOES ON. 


Charter Committee Proceeds with Its 
Work Without Regard to Action 
of Council. 

The charter revision committee met in 
the council chamber yesterday afternoon 
at 5 o'clock after the city council had 
concluded its meeting. 

There was no reference made to the 
action of council and the committee start- 
ed right on to work. 

The first matter taken up was the re- 
port of the committee on several amend- 
ments that were offered at a previous 
meeting by J. R. Smith. The first amend- 
ment was to the report of the committee 
on the mayor and cougcil, which made 
the mayor ineligible for a second term. 
Mr. Smith’s amendment sought to change 
this so that the mayor could be elected 
for a second term just as the president 
and governor are. The committee report- 
ed against.the amendment and:on a vote 
it was lost. 

The secon amendment by Mr. Smith 
was to have one alderman from each ward 
in the city instead of seven as reported 
by the committee, This was also lost. 
Another amendment to have the mémbers 
of council elected by wards was also 
lost, 


An amendment by Mr. Smith which 
Bought to make the-councilmen and alder- 
men eligible for two successive terms 
only brought forth quite a discussion, in 
which nearly all of the members partici- 
pated. Some wanted the councilmen and 
aldermen to be eligible for office for only 
one term; others wanted them eligible to 
succeed themselves as often as the people 
wanted to elect them, and still others 
favored the two-term idea. 

The following, submitted by Mr. Mar- 
tin, was finally adopted: 

“That after aldernmren or councilmen 
Rave served one term they be ineligible for 
relection.” 

This was passed by a vote of 16 tp 9. 

Mr. Pope’s amendment, which sought 
to have the members of the general coun- 
cil serve without pay, was defeated by a 
large vote. 

H. H. Cabaniss gave notice that at the 
next meeting he would move to recon- 
sider the action of the committee in fix- 
Ing the number of aldermen at seven in- 
stead of having one from each ward. Mr. 
Cabaniss stated that he had no tdea that 
such a thing would pass or he would have 
taken part In the debate. 

The committee then adjourned to meet 
again today at 3 o'clock.

“Mr. Gilbert’s plans call for the lower- 
ing of the grades of what would remain 
of Wall sireet by some 6 feet... Loyd 
street and Pryor street In front of the 
Kimball house would he cut down below 
the present level between 3 and 4 feet, 
at all of which places retaining walls 
would have to be built and the streets 
repaved. The cost of this to the city 
is estimated at $2, These are a few 
of the facts brought out by the state’s 
plans which point conclusively to the 
fact that the city’s interests are greatly 
involved in the general situation.” 


Others Take Beck’s Views. 


It is understood that a number of 
councilmen agree with the tone of Mr. 
Beck’s views and the final result Is 
thought by many to be that the Southern 
will erect a depot on the site and under 
the plan as announced in last Sunday’s 
Constitution. 

One. of the features of Mr. Gilbert’s 
plan that caused greatest comment 
when they were published in The Con- 
stitution was his announcement that a 
portion of three important streets would 
be required. Under this plan the city 
will be expected to donate to the state 
such a part of Wall street as to make 


| that thoroughfare 10 feet wide on the 
| Kimball] house block and 20 feet wide 


on the Brown block. In dddition to this, 
certain portions of Pryor and Loyd 
streets would be retained by the state 
for depot purposes, 

In order to secure a proper entrance 
to the depot the grade of the Whitehall 
street viaduct would necessarily be 
raised to a considerable extent. This is 
a feature that is meeting with the 
strongest opposition from council mem- 
bers. It is stated by councilmen that 
the viaduct was erected at a great ex- 
pense and for the public safety, and to 
raise the grade would destroy the prin- 
cipal purposes for which it was erected. 

The sentiment of council on the sub- 
ject adds to the complications that have 
arisen since the state has endeavored 
to erect @ passenger station upon Its 
property. 

It was announced yesterday that cer- 
tain business firms occupying bulldings 
on the site near Mitchell street where 
it is*said the Southern contemplates the 
erection of a depot had been notified to 
vacate within the next sixty days. This 
has served to strengthen the belief that 
the Southern purposes to erect a depot 
on its own account. 

The meeting of the state depot com- 
mittee will not occur until some. time 
next week, when Mr. Spencer's letter to 
Governor Candler on the depot subject 
will probably be made public.

New York, June 1{8.—The cotton market 
opened firm, with »rices 3 to 6 points higher 
on bullish Liverpool cables: and no signs of 
rain in the western belt on the initial weather 
chart. The shorts of yesterday covered wp 
eagerly, fearing a pronounced reaction from 
the recent severe break. Wall street in this 
Sppeared to be covering up short accounts 
in the summer months, but were noticed to be 
selling the late positions. Following the qaall, 
July was bid up to 8.58, and August to 8.79. 
With sentiment for the moment quite bullisi. 
Liverpool and the south sent moderate buy- 
ing orders here, and sellers were scarce at 
test. Then came reports of soaking rains 
over the greater portion of the Central beit, 
and over the northern section of the western 
belt, while the official forecast indicated show- 
ers generally, except in portions of Texas an4@ 
in’ some sections of the south Atlantic states.

The distress of thé 
shorts in the corn market this morning seem- 
ed to give added effect to the demonstration 
in the stock market, but the sharp reaction 
later in corn did not alter materially the tone 
of the stock market. The news of the day.

For instance, the calligg of a national con- 
vention of coal miners in Indianapolis must 
be regarded as increasing the probability of a 
suspension of work amongst soft coal min- 
ere. On what principle this news should 
induce an active demand for Reading and 
also for great soft coal carriers is not clear.

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, June 1!8.—Corn executed a high 
and lofty tumble feat today. Nerve-racking 
excitement over the corner in July options 
ruled the day. From the opening of the pit 
the Wall street pit ruled prices in stich an 
astonishing manner that the gyrations exhib- 
ited were such as made yesterday's erratic 
ups and downs look like an ordinary ‘‘smok- 
ing room day.’’ Every natural] condition in- 
herent f the pits was ignored. It was a 
battle for millions with crafty men on each 
side. Today it suited the big manipulators 
to allow prices to jump skyward for a time 
and then it as oddly suited them to push them 
downward with remarkable rapidity. The 
range in July corn—and that wae all that 
was of importance on ‘change today—consist- 
ed of an upturn of I%ec at the opening, & 
slump of 3%c from the top price and a 
slight recovery from the bottom figure. Other 
pits naturally feit the influence of such 
pranks, but most speculators in other com- 
modities did not allow their judgment to be 
marred and in the end July corn closed 2c 
down, July wheat %c higher and July oats 
%c iower. Provisions closed 5 to 7%c high- 
er. 

At the start corn ehorts, fearful of a repe- 
tition of yesterday’s rocket-like advance bid 
wildly for corn to cover their acounts. ‘The 
big bulls came openly in the pit and bid 
against them. In a trice July, which opened 
yesterday at 67%c, made simultaneous sales 
at 68c and 69c. This was too good a price 
for longs to withstand. Men who had iload- 
ed up with stuff around 62c or under let 
the crowd had it in plentiful lots. The Gates 
clique tried to hide its hand, but the crowd 
soon learned that it was unloading large 
quantities for profits. The little shorts were 
content to get out of the market with iosses 
even on a declining market. It seemed to 
be the intention of the big bulls then to 
squeeze out the small bulls who had “‘tail- 
ed’’ after. In order to do this stuff. was 
thrown on the market in big lots. Several 
million bushels were unloaded on the shorts 
at fancy prices, and a considerable amount 
of long stuff that was sold near the top 
figures was taken in by influential parties 
on the slump. Pureuing euch antics, it took 
the bull contingent’ a comparatively ehort 
time to push prices down 3% c from the top 
price until July sold at 65%c. Fluctuations 
of ordinary magnitude were considered ridicu- 
lously small today. All traders were nervous 
and excited. The--'t had practically all the 
interest on board. At the close July was 
still congested, but comparatively weak, 2c 
under yesterday at 65<c. September was 
strong early on the July bulge, but sold 
olr on general liquidaton. The etory was 
going the rounds that September is to be given 
&@ whirl similar to that now experienced by 
the nearer delivery. At the close experienced 
tra4- did not «anow what to think of the 
conditions. There hag been talk of 75c corn, 
but against this is arrayed the probabilities 
of a long contract grading b rivate eleva- 
tors. In three days 500,000 buehels of con- 
tract sti have been made.- Weather reports 
were not good and bad news of the rH 
was coming in. Receipts today were 21 
cars, 2\1 of contract grade. 

Wheat had a fairly active day with a ifberal 
trade, but the feeling was nervous and tense 
in sympathy with the congested condition of 
the corn pit. The advance in corn at the 
opening had something of a reflection In an 
advance in wheat and the latter slump was 
accompanied also by a following weakness in 
wheat. In the end, however, natural condi- 
tions prevailed to some extent, The impres* 
sion gained ground that weather conditions 
abroad have been very wet and cool and 
crops as a result have suffered. There was 
also more wet weather all over the winter belt. 
These influences in spite of liberal receipts 
helped July wheat in an opening advance of 
Ya%c at 72%c and pushed it to 72%*%c. 
September wheat, which had been bought 
rather freely by influential interests was 
unloaded to the extent of about 2.- 
000,000  =obushels, and, in consequence, 
broke Ie. This depressed July to 
7l%c. Late fn the seseion 200,000 bushels 
of cash wheat were worked here for export 
and the seaboard reported 23 car loads taken 
for the same purpose. This caused talk of 
bad weather in France and England again 
and improved the demand. July closed firm

188 last week and 3!|.a year ago. Primary 
receipts were 592,000 bushels compared with 
432,000 bushels last year.

May Belle McCrary Found Nearly 
Dead in a Creek. 


SHE HAS HAD TRAGIC CAREER 


A Few Months Ago Her Brother Shot 
a Man About Her—Afterwards 
Was Arrested — Gave No 
Reason for Her At-. 
tempted Suicide. 


May Belle McCrary, an unhappy young 
woman, who has had enough tragic 
events crowded into her life to make 
up @ sensational story book, was found 
yesterday afternoon about 2 o'clock al- 
most drowned in Proctors creek, near 
the Chattahoochee river. 

She had tried to end all her troubles 
and sorrows under the waters of the lit- 
tle stream, and if Henry Hubbard and 
G. B. McCravy, two dairymen, had not 
discovered her just when they did, she 
would have succeeded in her attempt to 
end her life. 

Only last Monday there was a story 
in The Constitution about the young 
woman being found in the woods near 
Kirkwood, where she had wandered 
about nearly all night In the rain.

Yesterday afternoon shortly after 2 
o'clock the two dairymen saw a wom- 
an wandertng about aimlessly through 
the woods near the river. They went 
on home ard then decided to return and 
look for her. They found her body in 
a hole of water made by a bend in Proc- 
tors creek, and life was almost extinct. 
The two men bore her to McCravy’s 


home and the county police were notified. | 


The girl was sent to her home late in 
the afternoon and she will recover. She 
gives no reason as to why she tried to 
commit suicide. , 

Her Brother Shot Ray. 

Mary Belle McCrary is not more than 
18 years of age. About three years agé 
she was betrayed by a man who prom- 
ised to marry her. A few months ago 
James Ray visited her and said he in- 
tended to make her his wife. Lee Mc- 
Crary suspected that Ray was not sin- 
cere and ordered him to stay away from 


his sister. Returning home one after-- 


noon McCrary found Ray with his sister 
and he got a shotgun and fired both bar- 
rels at the intruder. Ray recovered. 

The woman in the case next came to 
police notice when she was arrested for 
having a row with two other women. 
She proved herself innocent of the 
charge and wept bitterly because she 
had been locked up. 

Last Sunday she was taken in charge 
by the police for wandering in_ the 
woods at night, and it was believed 
her mind was deranged. Her home is 
No. 1 Kirkwood avenue, and she is the 
daughter of Frank McCrary, a carpenter.

STINSON WRITES 
PUNGENT LETTER 


Says Wegrees Should Aid in Sup- 
pression of Vice and Crime. 


LEADERS AGREE WITH HIM 


Thanks Constitution for Indorsement 
of His Position—Says Better 
Class of Negroes Agree That 
They Should Cooperate 

with Whites. 


———— 


R. D. Stinson, collecting commissioner 
for Morris Brown college, in the follow- 
ing communication sets forth further his 
views on the négro problem as it exfSts 
in Atlanta and the south. 

It will be remembered that Commis- 
sioner Stinson, {in a sermon at Big 
Bethel church tast Sunday morning. to 
a large congregation of his race, made a 
strong appeal in favor of the negro 
striving for that knowledge which was 
most conducive to the betterment of the 
race, for practical education, in favor of 
the negro laying aside his prejudices 
against the whites. and against the 
vicious custom of shielding from the 
law criminals of the negro race. 

It will also be remembered that thé 
pastor of the church, C. W. Newton, 
took issue with Stinson, asserting that 
it was the lack of justice to the negro 
on the part of the whites that hindered 
the progress of the race, and closing 
his remarks wh the assertion that he 
would stand by the negro whether the 
negro did right or wrong. 

In the letter Stinson asserts that the 
law-abiding and industrious negroes of 
this city and elsewhere !ndorse the post- 
tion taken by him, Bishops Gaines and 
Turner and others, and he makes a 
strong appeal in favor of the right kind 
of leaders. He is thankful, as well as 
others of his race, that The Constitu- 


tion takes the stand which {t does on 
the question. 


What Stinson Says. 

The letter sets forth in a convin¢ting 
way the situation as it exists, and the 
remedy for the same. It is as follows: 

Editor Constitution: I thank you’ very 
much for the very full, logical, helpful and 
impartial editorial] in this morning’s paper, 
“The Gospel for the Negro,”” on Sunday's 
sermon at Big. Bethel church, this city. The 
sermon has had the desired effect. It ap- 
pears to be the talk for good among those 
who are interested in the good of the mce 
among my people. 

The position of the pastor of the church 
was no doubt an unwise one, which was for 
tunate for us all. We have frequently done 
that very thing when some worthless negro 
has committed @ crime and was brought to 
justice. 

Our zeal and. sympathy get the better of our 
judgment. The pastor and I have been the 
best of friends. He is a minister from the 
north and west and has been in the so 
less than two years. I was born at Hogans- 
ville, Ga., on a farm, was educated at Clarke 
university, the greater part of six and a half 
years worked my way through school, board- 
ing at 30 cents per week, 

I joined the conference in 1889. 
served missions,- circuits and stations. I have 
served acceptably the most prominent dis- 
tricts in the state as presiding elder. I have 
been connected with Morris Brown ‘college 
for a number of years, was unanimously 
asked by the bishop and~!37 trustees to take 
the position I now hold—<ollecting commis- 
sioner of Morris Brown college. I there- 
fore feel I know fully as, well, if not better, 
than any man of my denomination except, 
possibly, Bishops. Gaines. and Turner, the 
condition of the negro race in Georgia. I am 
sure I know better by far than Rev, Dr. C. 
W. Newton, pastor of Bethel church. As I 
see it, the negro must adjust himself to the 
circumstances as. were gutlined or indicated 
in my sermon Sunday or suffer the conse- 
quences of evil doers. : 

There are fully 5,000: worthless, will-not- 
work young indiscreet pegroes in Atlanta, 
who are a menace to common decency, even 
of the negro race. They gre the breeders of 
misery, crime, wickedness and vige +n ever, 
conceivable shape and form, Mtinday was 
my ‘‘maiden’’ sermon along fhis line. Any 
man or woman who condones or indorses in 
any way this class is an enemy to commen 
decency and is particeps criminis to afy 
wrong that may happen to miy race. These 
truths I have tried to stpess in my sermons, 
talks and speeches wherever I have served 
the church. ' 

I was at Sharpsburg the night of the Sam 
Hose tragedy, was in Griffin the Sunday 
he was brought on the cars. Pointing out 
the short-comings of one race does not make 
another better. 

Your editorial and my sermon of Sunday 
meet the approbation of the law-abiding, 
property-owning, tax-paying, decent negroes 
everywhere. The negrg will be what his 
teachers and leaders are. Great attention 
should be given to the right kind of leader 
ship, Let us do away with false leadership 
at any cost. My sermon is indorsed by 
Bishops Gaines and Turner,’ Dr. J. 8. Fiip- 
per, President James M; Henderson, of Mor- 
ris Brown college. 

Let us make war upon the evil doers and 
crime committers of our race in Atlanta and 
throughout the south and we will be able to 
point out those who are indorsing evil doers 
wherever they may be. 

The appearance of the sermon and the edi- 
torial “‘put the match fo the ofl tank.’’ I 
have said more than I intended, but I thank 
God that The Constitution is. for. the best 
interest of all, and if. we will only awake 
to our best interests we can be a prosperous 
and good people. The war is on to continue, 
while I hold this position. You need not 
spare me nor anything I say that will put 
this worthless class to work and stop the 
loafing business in the negro race. 

God bless the white man or black man who 
is for the best Interest of a wholesome, law- 
abiding and peaceful community.
